Notable scientific progress has 
been made in the last 12 months 
in beneficent use of atomic 
energy to help mankind, it was an- 
nounced last night by the United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion amd Monsanto Chemical Co.

Production of more than 100 
radioactive isotopes—called radio- 
isotopes for short—is going on 
now at Clinton Laboratories.

Final Effort to Be Made 
Today to Avert Walk- 


Pension Plan. 


DETROIT, Aug, 2 (UP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers 22-man 
executive board tonight unani- 
mously approved a nation-wide 
strike of 107,000 Ford Motor. Co. 
production workers for early next 
week. 


Date of the walkout was left 
to UAW Vice President Richard T. 
Leonard, the union's Ford Depart- 
ment director, who said it would 
be called either Monday or Tues- 
day tf a Sunday meeting with the 
company produces no results. 


“It’s up to the company now,” 
Leonard said. “We are going 
ahead at full steam with prepara- 
tions to strike.’ 

The board’s decision came after 
a five and one-h hour special 
meeting. The union’s policy-mak- 
ing ‘group met after Leonard and 
John 8. Bugas, Ford vice presi- 
dent in charge of industrial rela- 
tions, split sharply on a pension 
plan proposed by the company. 

The “first team” negotiators is- 
sued conflicting statements after 
failing in a one-hour meeting to 
reach any agreement on the dis- 
pute.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
A story of spending $5083 enter- 
taining Elliott Roosevelt and 
companions at the expense of 
Howard Hughes—who got a $50,- 
000,000 war plane contract on 
Roosevelt's recommendation—was 
spread today on the records of 


Senate War Investigating sub- 
committee. 

John W. Meyer, Hughes's free- 
spending publicity man who “nev- 
er gaw anyone else pick up (a 
check) in my entire war,” told 
of one New York night club party 
for Roosevelt costing $106 on the 
day the President’s son drafted a 
report recommending a Govern- 
ment contract for Hughes’ photo 
reconnaisance planes. 

The Hughes plane previously 
had been turned down by the Air 
Forces. The $50,000,000 contract 
was for 100 planes. It later was 
scaled down to $21,600,000 for 
three planes, two of which have 
now been accepted by the Air 
Fonces. 

Dispute Over Draft Record. 

Before the Senators got all the 
details of expense vouchers show- 
ing generous presents to girls, 
bills for liquor, theater tickets 
and even headache tablets, the 
hearing broke up until Monday in 
a dispute over Meyer's wartime 
draft record. 

Meyers testified that in 1943 he 
introduced, Roosevelt, then an Air 
Force colonel, to Faye Emerson, 
movie actress who became Mrs. 
Roosevelt. 


Meyer insisted under question- 
ing by Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan» subcommittee chairman, 
that it was hie “job” to pay en- 
tertainment bills for Roosevelt 
and his’ friends, including, gifts 
to the girls invited to parties in 
California, New York and Wash- 
ington hotels and night clubs. 

veryone—Meyer, the Senators 
and a huge crowd of spectators— 
appeared to he enjoying Meyer's 
quips about the price of liquor 
and his  check-grabbing bits 
until Senator Cain (Rep.), Wash- 
ington, switched questions to 
Meyer’s wartime draft deferment.

Flood control funds voted by 
Congress, as it ended its session 
éight days ago, “will make pos- 
sible the most concerted prorgess 
to provide the American people 
with this greatly needed type of 
protection in the 10 years since 
flood control generally was ac- 
cepted as a federal responsibility.” 
This statement was made at 
Washington yesterday by Lt. Gen. 
R. A. Wheeler, chief of engineers 
for the Army, which was given 
an aggregate of $298,322,825 in 
flood control appropriations. Much 
of the work is in the Mississippi 
river watershed. 
“Plans,” Gen. Wheeler added, 
“are well under way to translate 
the substantial appropriation into 


effective and lasting flood control 
srojects. The work will be pro- 
gressively accelerated as the new 
fiscal year’s operations move into 
full-scale momentum. 


“At the same time, the $116,718,- 
700 appropriated for maintenance 
and improvements of the nation’s 
rivers and harbors (for navigation) 
will make possible the necessary 
maintenance work on our vast net- 
work of ports and inland water- 
ways, as well as permit important 
improvements to these vital facill- 
ties. 


“Flood control construction work 
will be executed on 156 projects in 
35 states, in addition to separate 
funds’ for the Lower Mississippi 
(below the Ohio) and $1,750,000 
voted separately on the Sacramen- 
to river project in California.”

BERLIN, Aug. 2 (UP)—Russia, 
in violation.of an Alhed decree 
forbidding Germany to rearm, or- 
dered precision war instruments 
from the, Askania works in the 
American sector of Berlin, reliable 
sources said’ today. 

Hidden stockpiles of theodolites 
(radar - like instruments) and 
flight motors were discovered Fri- 
day at two of Askania’s plants in 
the _Friedenau and Mariendorf 
districts of Berlin, not far from 
American headquarters. 

Col. Marvin Boyle, American 
Military Government industry spe- 
cialist, who led the inspection 
tour of the Askania plants, said 
the orders came from Askania’s 
branch at Teltow, in the Russian 
zone, Other sources said flatly 
the war materials went to. the 
Soviet Union. 

The plants were closed and 
guarded today while investigation 
proceeded under Allied Gontrol 
Authority law No. 43. It specific- 
ally forbids Germany, industrially 
or individually, to manufacture, 
transport or store war materials. 
Aimed at preventing German re- 
armament, it could cover fabrica- 
tion of war instrument whether 
for Germany or for another power.

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Scientist Rolls Along With Idea 
The Mind Can Control Dice 


A] 


DURHAM, N.C., Aug. 2 (UP)— 
A young gambler who found his 
dice too obedient started Dr. J. 
B. Rhine of Duke University on a 
study which the scientist thinks 
confirms the idea of mind over 
matter. 

Stripped of scientific language, 
charts, tables and equations, the 
researcher's theory boils down to 
this: Some persons seem to be 
able to get an edge on the law of 
averages by sheer effort of will. 

Dr. Rhine is head of Duke's de- 
partment of parapsychology. He 
has experimented for years in ex- 
tra-sensory perception, sometimes 
called telepathy. , 


The young gambler came to 
him in 1934 to talk about crap- 
shooting. He said he and many 
other gamblers believed they 
could influence their dice—not by 
loading the cubes but with a 
“right” mental attitude. 

The professor, his wife and his 
staff set up one.of the greatest 
scientific dice-rolling experiments 
ever undertaken. 


They rolled the cubes with a 


* 


strong. mental effort to make 
them come up “high dice,” some 
combination of eight or higher. 
Those numbers should fall 
times out of 12. 

In the first 6744 rolls, they hit 
8 or higher 5.53 times out of 12. 

“The results are unmistakably 
significant of some agency beyond 
chance,” Dr. Rhine reported. 

He continued his study for 
years. He tried to eliminate ‘All 
physical means of control. He 
first’ used ordinary dime-store 
dice, then tried cubes of various 
materials from balsa wood to lead. 
Still they beat the law of averages 
when the person controlling them 
concentrated on “high dice.” 

Then, instead of trying for high 
numbers the experimenters, using

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2?~—Lon-

The conference has been post- 
poned more than once owing to 
disagreement as to the scope of 
the agenda. The ground for the 
present continuance is regarded 
as significant. Prime Minister 
Attlee wishés the conference to 
be held against the background 
of a detailed statement on Brit- 
ain’s economic crisis which he 


plans to‘ley before Parliament in 
the next few days. 


Previous postponements have 
been due to the desire of the 
British Government to : broaden 
the conference into a genéral dis- 
cussion, political as well as eco- 
nomic, of British-American re- 
sponsibilities in the merged zone 


of German occupation. 
American View. 


The American view is that the 
conference should be limited to 
one concrete and technical prob- 
lem—that of restoring the Ruhr 
coal pits to full production at the 
earliest possible moment. They 
are now operating at about 40 
per cent of capacity. Today's 
output, which has been steadily 
falling since March, is around 
186,000 tons a day, as against a 
normal prewar figure of 440,000 
tons. 

No official announcement has 
been made, but information at the 
State Department indicates that 
the British will assign two of their 
top-flight representatives in Ger- 
many to head the delegation. It 
is reported that the chief will be 
Sir William Strang, political ad- 
viser of the British military gov- 
ernment, and that at his side will 
‘appear Lt. Gen. Sir Brian Hubert 
Robertson, who is the British 
military governor in Germany. 
They are the opposite numbers ; 
respectively of Ambassador Rob- 
ert D. Murphy and Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay. 

At the head of the American 
delegation will be Maj. Gen. Wil-, 
liam H. Draper Jr., chief of the 
economic division of the War De- 
partment’s control council for 
Germany and former vice presi- 
dent of Dillon, Read & Co, The 
sessions will be held, under con- 
ditions of urrusual secrecy, at the 
new State Department Building, 
the host will be the Office of the 
Under Secfetary of State for Eco- 
nomic Affairs. Strang and Rob- 
ertson are to be attended by of- 
ficials of the British Treasury and 
Foreign office, and by a staff of 
Government economists. Gen. 
Draper will be advised by experts 
from the State and War Depart- 
ments, with special emphasis on 
the Office of Assistant Secretary 
of State for Occupied Areas.

FALL 1500000 
SHORT OF GOAL 


Industry Struggles With 
Materials Shortages and 
Labor Uncertainties— 
Price Rise Due. 


DETROIT, Aug. 2 (AP)—That 
5,000,000 vehicle output the na- 
tion’s automobile industry talked 
so hopefully about for 1947 prob- 
ably will not be attained. 

This conviction is growing in 
automotive circles as the industry 
continues to struggle with mate- 
rials shortages and labor uncer- 
tainties, These problems loom 
larger right now than they have 
at any time this year. 

With July production volume 


far below original expectations the 
industry’s aggregate output for 
the first seven months of the year 
amounted to about 2,026,000 pas- 
senger cars and 730,000 commer- 
cial units. Thus to reach the 
hoped-for total the factories 
would have to maintain an aver- 
age of nearly 450,000 vehicles a 
month for the rest of the year, 
Estimate is 3,500,000. 

Few persons in the industry ex- 
pect that volume to be achieved 
in more than two of the remain- 
ing five months this year. Most in- 
dustry observers now estimate the 
year’s total production at about 
3,500,000 passenger units and 
1,000,000 trucks, 


The unfilled order backlog still 
is mounting faster than cars are 
being produced; guesses as to 
when reasonably prompt delivery 
may fe expected range as far in 
the future as 1950. While. this 
seems somewhat fantastic at this 
time—more than two years after 
peacetime motorcar manufactur- 
ing was resumed—the industry in- 
stead of making the 8,000,000 cars 
it expected to produce in that pe- 
riod has assembled ofily about 4,- 
Along with speculation about 
further delay in retail deliveries 
automotive circles are talking 
about the probability of another 
over-all price increase before the 
1948 models go into production. 


Competitors’ Course in Doubt. 


The General Motors Corp. price 
increase .announced Friday was 
not whally unexpected although 
there was considerable uncertain- 
ty whether others of the big three 
--Ford and Chrysler—would follow 
this action.

CARIBBEAN PLOT RUMOR 
LEADS TO HUNT FOR PLANES 


Fruitless Search in Florida for Seven Fight- 
ers Follows Message—Dominican Republic 
Takes Precautions but Cites No Aircraft. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)—A 
State Department relay of a “ru- 
mor” that seven fighter planes 
were poised in Florida “for a Car- 
ribbean destination” sent authori- 
ties there on a frultless hunt to- 
day while Dominican Republic air: 
patrols got set to fight off an “in- 
vasion.”” 

But nothing happened — any- 
where. 

The Dominican Republic, whore 
officials have been talking for 
months of a plot by “Communist 
revolutionaries” to invade the 
country, told its Ambassador here 
that “all precautions” were being 
taken but “not a single aircraft 
has been heard in the sky.” 

The excitement started when A. 
‘T. Brantley, deputy collector of 
customs at Tampa, last night is- 
sued the following alert to air- 
ports through police and Civil Aer- 
onautics Administration teletype 
systems: 

“Notify all airports to be dn the 
lookout for two P-38 and five P-51 
type aircraft, believed leaving 
United States for foreign country 
without permission. 

“All suspicious activity 6f above- 
type planes should be reported im- 
mediately.” 

Brantley signed in the name of 
the State Department but declined 
to make public the source of the 
information he had from Wash- 
ington. He said it was meager 
and he did not know what airport 
the planes might be using. 

Airports Searched, 

A search started, and airports 
along both Florida coasts were 
checked without success, as were 
other Gulf of Mexico areas. Mean- 
while no Washington agency 
could be found that would ac- 
knowledge having ordered — the 
alert, 

Then, this afternoon, the State 
Department issued a_ statement 
that it had heard-the rumor and 
had relayed it to the Customs Bu- 
reau and other agencies, asking 
for an investigation. 

The statement disclosed that the 
State Department has had in ef- 
fect for months a general alert, 
based on “general rumors of revo- 
lutionary plotting,’ 'to make sure 
that “United States territory 
would not be used for conspiracy.” 

The statement, issued by Press 
Officer Reginald Mitchell, said the 
State Department has been re- 
ceiving “rumors” and “fragment- 
ary reports” of impending trouble 
in the Caribbean area but has de- 
clined to camment because of their 
unsubstantial nature. 

Requested Inquiry: 

The statement continued: 

“One such rumor was to the 
effect that there were seven com- 
bat planes at an airfield in Flor- 
ida ready to depart for a Carrib- 
bean destination. The department 
yesterday immediately communi- 
cated this: rumor: to the Customs 
Bureau and other United States 


Government agencies concerned 


and requested that an investiga- 
tion be made and that these 
alleged planes be prevented from 
leaving the United States. 

“The department has: been in- 
formed that the Customs Bureau 
promptly notified its Florida head- 
quarters office at Tampa which in 
turn alerted its subordinate cus- 
toms offices at Miami, Jackson- 
ville, West Palm Beach and else- 
where in Florida. The department 
has received no furtheft informa- 
tion in this particular matter. 


“The department heard general 
rumors of revolutionary plotting 
in the Carribbean area as long 
ago as January of this year and 
in an effort to make sure that 
United States territory would not 
be used for conspiracy alerted the 
appropriate law enforcement 
agencies, which since that date 
have kept a scrupulous watch.” 


At least some of the rumors 
were based on reports in Haitian 
and Dominican newspapers.

The Dominican Ambassador, 
Julio Ortega Frier, told a reporter 
some days ago that he knew the 
revolutionaries had at least seven 
planes. He said today he doesn’t 
know where these planes were 
bought and that he doesn't want 
to imply they were purchased 
from United States military 
authorities. ; 

Ortega Frier said last Saturday 
that an army of 3000 “Communist 
revolutionaries” from Cuba, Gua- 
temala, Venezuela and Puerto 
Rico was poised,in Cuba for an 
invasion. The governments con- 
cerned denied it. 

Thursday night he said that 
three ships, two landing craft 
and one corvette, had sailed from 
Cuba with invasion forces but he 
had no further word on this. 

Ortega Frier said his call to 
Ciudad Trujillo produced this in- 
formation: 

"The Government has air pa- 
trols around the coagt. Everything 
is calm in Ciudad Trujillo and 
not a Bingle aircraft has been 
heard in the sky. Nevertheless, 
the Government is taking all pre- 
cautions.”

15,000 Chses in Year. 

In the year between July 1, 1946, 
and June 30, 1947, the old NLRB 
was hit with almost 15,000 cases. 

It got rid of all but about 5000. 
Those 5009 have to be handled in 
some way although some can be 
tossed out without much trouble. / 

For example: About 150 of the 
5000 cases involve disputes about 
foremen who wanted to form 
unions. 

Under the Wagner Act. foremen 
could form unions. But the new 
Taft-Hartley law says that if fore- 
men form unions, they get no 
rights under the law.

Routes to Connect All But 
17 Having Population 
of 50,000 or More An- 
nounced—202 Projects 

- Under Way. ‘ 


St. Louis will be the focal point 


of superhighways to Chicago, In-| 


dianapolis, Louisville, Memphis, 
Tulsa and Kansas City when a 
proposed network of high-speed 
roads criss-crossing the United 
States is completed, it was an- 


nounced yesterday in Washington. 

The Public Roads Administra- 
tion made public the general 
routes of the project to connect 
the United States’ major cities 
which Congress authorized in 1944, 
Federal Works Administrator 
Philip_B. Fleming announced that 
the general plan had been ap- 
proved by federal, state and local 
officials. 

The routes were selected largely 
on the basis of recommendations 
by state highway departments. 
Details of the highways’ locations 
will be worked out as actual con- 
struction projects are planned. 
Some of the work alrdéady is in 
progress. 

When completed, the national 
network will total 37,681 miles and 
will serve 182 of the 199 cities 
. having. a population of 50,000 or 

more. The other 17 cities, and six 
state capitals, lie too far from 
main routes of communication to 
-be included. Jefferson City is one 
of the capitals which will not be 
in the network. 

Arteries for Peace or War. 

The network is planned to pro- 
vide safe, swift movement of traf- 
fic between, into and through all 
major cities, and to provide de- 
pendable arteries for transport 
and communication in the event 
of another war. 

Highways will be paved with 
concrete or asphalt; and traffic 
lanes will be 12 feet wide on heav- 
ily-traveled roads. Where traffic 
volume is 800 motor vehicles in a 
peak hour, the roads will be four- 
lane divided highways. They may 
be two-lane for less heavily-trav- 
eled stretches, but they will be so 
constructed that additional lanes 
can be added. 

Intersecting roads will be ele- 
vated or depressed when traffic 
volume at a junction exceeds 3000 
vehicles in a peak hour, and the 
right-of-way in’a rural area will 
be 250 feet. 

Small cities will be by-passed. 
The roads will lead directly into 
the hearts of larger cities, but in 
most cases, the highways through 
the centers of cities will be ele- 
vated or depressed, with only a 
few access points. Public Roads 
Commissioner Thomas H. Mac- 
Donald said 94 per cent of the 
traffic entering cities larger than 
600,000 is bound for that city. 

Actual cost of the project is not 
known, nor is the date of comple- 
tion. MacDonald said it might 
take 15 to 20 years to complete the 
network. Congress has author- 
ized expenditures for the program 
of $1,500,000 in the three years 
following the end of the war, pro- 
vided states match federal grants. 

202 Projects Under Way. 

Thus far, 202 projects are under 
way, calling for the construction 
of 674 miles of highway and 243 
grade separations or large bridges. 
Projects costing a total of $851,- 
— 006,000, of which the Federal Gov- 
ernment will pay $415,000,000, have 
been authorized thus far. In addi- 
tion, projectg* costing $769,000,000 
have been approved tentatively. 

_ The new network, MacDonald 
pointed out, will replace the two- 
lane highway system established 
under the federal aid program 
authorized in 1925. “That system 
which Was considered daring in 
its day, has been almost com- 
pleted and has been fouad to be 
i uate,” he said.

Charles, and United States High- 
way 66 east of Sappington road. 

Mileage of the superhighways in 
Missouri will total 1080. In addi- 
tion to the roads passing through 
St. Louis, vne highway will con- 
nect Kansas City with Des Meines 
and Minneapolis. | 

In Illinois, mileage will total 
1528. Cities which will be con- 
nected by the roads include Chi- 
cago, Oak Park, Evanston, Rock- 
ford, Moline, Peoria, East St. 
Louis, Decatur, Springfield, Ef- 
fingham and Bloomington,

“As scientists become trained in 
the use of isotopes and their work 
becomes more diversified we can 
expect ever-increasing accomplish- 
ments,” said Paul C. Aebersold, 
chief of the commission's isotope 
branch. 

“Great achievements in the 
fields of medicine, biology and in- 
dustry already have been made, 
but those are only infant steps in 
an entirely new field of endeavor. 
We can expect to see not only 
great advances in medical science 
and the alleviation of suffering 
and disease, but also a more com- 
fortable and abundant life through 
the application of this new science 
to industry and agriculture.” 


Value in Research. 


The report continues: 
“Although radioisotopes have 
important uses as therapeutic 
agents in the treatment of cer- 
tain diseases, their most important 
single contribution to mankind is 
as a research tool. The value of 
isotopes in research has beén com- 
pared to the utility of the micro- 
scope. As the microscope opened 
new fields of scientific’ endeavor, 
so will radioisotopes further ex- 
pand the vista of fundamental 
knowledge. 

“The tracer technique, by virtue 
of the infinitesimally small 
amounts of chemicals which ‘can 
be detected through their radio- 
activity, will enable researchers_to 
study many physical, chemical and 
biological phenomena which here- 
tofore have remained unsolved. 
Glenn T. Seaborg of the Univer- 
sity of California said in a recent 
edition of Science that the future 
seems to hold unlimited possibili- 
ties for the application of radio- 
active tracers to scientific prob- 
lems. 

“In arecent address, Project 
Director Charles ‘Allen Thomas 
(executive vice president of Mon- 
santo at St. Louis, who directs 
Clinton Laboratories) cited the 
great value of. radioisotopes in 
fundamextal research in the field 
of pure chemistry. He said their 
use is an important aid in study- 
ing the mechanism of organic re- 
actions. ‘Already,’ he added, ‘ex- 
periments using radioactive ele- 
ments have given an insight into 
many: difficult chemical prob- 
lems.’” 

Greatest variety of isotopes pro- 
vided for ay single scientist went 
to John E, Willard of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin chemistry de- 
partment. Greatest variety fona 
group of investigators went to 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. The single: group receiv- 
ing the largest number of ship- 
ments and largest total “activity” 
of material was that of P. F. 
Hahn and C. W. Sheppard, bio- 
chemistry department, Vanderbilt 
w Neaviest medical school. 

Weaviest shipment has been a 
smaiz quantity of radioactive co- 
balt, encased in a 1600-pound pro- 
tective shield, sent to the National 
Bureau of Standards at Washing- 
ton. Largest shipments of radio- 
active iodine, for thyroid study 
and treatment, went to Memorial 
Hospital, New York. 

Advance in Cancer Research. 
Dr. E. V. Cowdry, research di- 
rector of Barnard Hospital here 
and professbr of anatomy at 
Washington University, recalls in 
the report that the delivery of 
carbon 14 to him a year ago “sig- 
naled a clear path for undertak- 
ing studies that had long been 
dreamed of but had remained un- 
born until isotopic tracer material 
became generally available.” 

“Dr. W. L. Simpson and Dr. A. 
I. Lansing, who are in Dr. Cow-} 
dry’s research team,” says the re- 
port, “have succeeded in tagging 
a cancer-producing agent, methyl- 
cholanthrene, with carbon 14. With 
this tagged agent they are gain- 
ing a new approach to the prob- 
lem of cancer production. They 
emphasized, however, that to 
make most efficient use of this 
new and powerful tool of research 
has required the development of 
unique laboratory techniques and/| 
equipment. ‘ 
“Thus, in a complex problem, 
such as’ cancer, their first year 
has largely been occupied in 
bringing the new ‘big guns’ up 
to the front for attack. The ini- 
tial basic spade work accomplished 
this year by many isotope in- 
vestigators will certainly lead to 
increasing harvests of results in 
the future.” : 
Monthly supplies of radioactive 
phosphorous have been sent to 
Dr. Reinhard at Washington Uni- 
versity medical school. 

“This material,” the report re- 
lates, “has been used in Mal- 
linckrodt Institute of Radiology 
for the treatment of patients with 
polycythemia vera (excessive red 
blood corpuscles) and various types 
of chronic leukemia (excessive 
white blood corpuscles). The radio- 
active phosphorous, in the form 
of a solution of sodium phosphate, 
is given to patients either by in- 
travenous injection or by mouth. 
When given by mouth the solu- 
tion looks like clear water and 
has no detectable taste. Dr. Rein-

HERE is astonishing vari- 
T ation in the periods for 

‘which various isotopes pro- 
duced in the chain-reacting pile 
retain their radioactivity. The 
rate at which this property 
wears out is measured in terms 
of time intervals called the 
“half-life.” The amount of ra- 
dioactivity left at the end of 
the first half-life is half of the 
original amount.

Basis of Treatment. 


“*"The use of radioactive phos- 
phorous in the treatment of poly- 
cythemia vera and chronic leu- 
kemia is based on the fact that 
when this radioactive element 
gets in the blood stream it is se- 
lectively withdrawn from. the 
blood by certain tissues and cells,’ 
Dr, Reinhard said. ‘The tissues in 
which the greatest concentrations 
of radioactive phosphorous are de- 
posited are those tissues which 
are primarily involved in poly- 
cythemia vera, the leukemias and 
the lymph node diseases. 

“‘For example, bone, which is 
composed largely of phosphorous 
and calcium salts, takes up from 
the blood as much or more of 
the radioactive element than any 
other organ. Most investigators 
who have used radioactive phos- 
phorous for the treatment of poly- 
cythemia vera agree that this is 
the best form of treatment which 
has so far been developed for this 
disease.’ 

“In the treatment of chronic 
leukemia, Dr. Reinhard said, some 
patients can be treated most ef- 
fectively with radioactive phos- 
phorous, whereas in other cases 
X-ray therapy is most satisfac- 
tory. Which form of therapy will 
be the most satisfactory depends 
upon many factors which must be 
earefully evaluated in edch case. 
Radioactive phosphorous therapy 
does not permanently cure either 
polycythemia vera or leukemia 
and the treatment must be re- 
peated when the disease again 
flares up. 

“Radioactive iron is being used 
by Dr. Carl V. Moore (professor 
of medicine) and his associates 
at Washington University Med- 
ical School in the study of anemia. 
Very small, tracer, doses of radio- 
iron are given and the appearance 
of the isotédpe in the red blood 
cells is a valuable indication of 
the rate at which those cells are 
being made by the bone marrow. 

“Many other problems regard- 
ing the absorption and utilization 
of iron are also being studied. 
Much valuable information has 
been gained by the use of radio- 
active iron in these studies—in- 
formation which could not have 
been gained by any other means.” 

Use in Thyroid Cases. 

Radioiodine has been used by 
Dr. Myron Prinzmetal at Cedars 
of Lebanon Hospital, Los Angeles, 
for hyperthyroid patients unable 
to stand surgical treatment. He 
reported that results were “sur- 
prisingly good and in most cases 
symptoms of the disease disap- 
peared completely.” 

The report adds: “Since the 
thyroid gland has an affinity fore 
iodine the radioactive iodine is 
collected in the affect@i area. The 
radiation emitted by the isotope 
in the thryoid gland provided the 
therapeutic treatment which ef- 
fected the relief of symptoms.” 

Dr. Prinzmetal aiso used radio- 
phosphorous in studies of coro- 
nary occlusion, one of the common 
heart diseases, With this material 
he was able to tag red blood cells 
and measure the extent of circula- 
tion, detecting amounts of blood 
as minute as a thousandth of a 
cubic centimeter. 

“Although it has been known,” 
says the report, “that the heart 
contained accessory channels 
which could take over when occlu- 
sion or clogging existed, it had 


besides plain water. However, he 


never before: been demonstrated

conclusively. Thus it was dem- 
Strated that large amounts of ac- 
cessory channels exist to bring 
nourishment to the heart muscle 
when the need arises due to coro- 
nary occlusion. 

“"We have also demonstrated 
by modification of this technique,’ 
Dr. Prinzmeta! said, ‘that there is 
a continuous blood supply through 
these collateral channels in all 
parts of the area supplied by the 
occluded artery.’ 

“Dr. Prinzmetal explained the 
importance of the collateral circu- 
lation when the heart is deprived 
of its main blood supply in two 
ways. First, it limits the size of 
the non-functioning area, and, sec- 
ondly, it prevents the occurrence 
of a cardiac rupture and instan- 
taneous death.” 

Cancer Study Result. 

At Memorial Hospital, New 
York, is an intensive research pro- 
gram with radioisotopes, methods 
have been found for chemical in- 
corporation of these materials 
with such drugs as sex hormones, 
nucleic acids and adrenal corti- 
cal hormones. 

“Because these substances are 
utilized by the body in very spe- 
cific ways,” says the report, “we 
have available a mechanism of 
localizing radiation in certain 
tissues, Nucleic acids are of par- 
ticular interest because they en- 
ter into chromosomes, which are 
vitally concerned with cell repro- 
duction, 

“Cancer of the thyroid has been 
vigorously attacked by these 
workers (at Memorial Hospital). 
They have been -able to correlate 
microscopic structure of thyroid 
cancer tissue with clinical re- 
sponse to radioactive iodine ther- 
apy. From this they can predict 
whether or not radioactive iodine 
treatment is likely to be effective. 
They have also shown that re- 
moval of the thyroid gland in- 
creases. the uptake of radioactive 
iodine in widespread secondary 
growths of thyroid cancer.

COST OF RADIOISOTOPES 
$150,000; IF MADE IN 
OLD WAY, TWO BILLION 


ADIOISOTOPES for bene- 
R sicia purposes, made in a 

chain-reacting pile in the 
last year at Clinton Labora- 
tories, Oak Ridge, Tenn., cost 
their scientific users about 
$150,000. Had it been possible 
to make them in cyclotrons, 
the old way, they would have 
cost perhaps as'much as the 
entire atomic energy project. 
The commonly used figure for 
the latter is two billion dollars. 


In response to an inquiry by 
the Post-Dispatch, the United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion issued the following state- 
ment at Oak Ridge: 

“Radioisotopes distributed by 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion in the first year of the 
isotope program have cost pur- 
chasers approximately $150,000. 
It would have been impossible 
for any number of cyclotrons 
to produce the needed amounts 
of some isotopes within a year. 


“But on the basis of the pre- 
war cost of producing in cyclo- 
tron or other accelerator cer- 
tain small amounts of isotopes, 
the amounts produced at Clin- 
ton during the past year would 
have cost 10 times as _— for 
some isotopes and 100, times 
as much for others. The over- 
all cost would have been com- 
parable to the cost of the en- 
tire atomic energy project.” 


resulted in recommendations for 
treatment to eliminate excessive 
collection of sodium in the pa- 
tient’s body. It had been known 
already that sodium was retained 
by persons subject to heart fall- 
ure. The tracer material gave 
data on rates of turnover and dif- 
fusion of sodium in normal and 
diseased persons. 

It was found that In an aver- 
age-sized healthy man about 50 
pounds of sodium chloride moved 
in and out of the blood vessels 
every 24 hours. Sodium attracted 
water into tissues of diseased pa- 
tients, causing edema, with mas- 
sively swollen limbs. Previous 
treatments were aimed at elimi- 
nating the water but now a mer- 


curial diuretic is given to elimi- 
nate the excess sodium.

HIGHER PRICES NOW IN EFFECT 
FOR BUS, STREETCAR PASSES 


Higher prices for bus and 
streetcar passes went into effect 
today on an experimental basis 
authorized by the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission. 

The new Public Service Co. rate 
schedule increases the price of the 
regular weekly pass from $1.25 
to $1.50; the weekly express bus 
pass from $1.50 to $1.75; the 
weekly shopper-theater pass from 
75 cents to $1, and the Sunday- 
holiday pass from 25 to 30 cents.

All Their Men to Cease 
Fire. 


BATAVIA, Aug. 2 (AP)—Dutch 
fotces consolidated positions in 
Java today and claimed new gains 
in Sumatra while both The 
Netherlands and Indonesian gov- 
ernments debated their future 
course regarding the cease fire 
order issued yesterday by the 


_ United Nations Security Council. 

H. J. Van Mook, acting gov- 
ernor general of the Netherlands 
East Indies and the senior Dutch 
official in. Indonesia, expressed 
doubt that the republican govern- 
ment could enforce cease fire 
orders if both sides agreed to 
comply with the U.N. demand. 

“We can stop hostilities, but I 
wonder whether the other side 
can,” he said in an interview, 

Reaction by Republicans, 

Some Indonesian quarters con- 
ceded that it would be virtually 
impossible for them to notify all 

_ republican forces of such an order. 
They said many Indonesians are 
operating in small bands. 

News of the U.N. decision was 
received with considerable dis- 
appointment in republican. cir- 
cles, since it failed to require the 
Dutch to give up their military 
gains to date. Neutral observers 
expressed doubt that a cease fire 
order to Indonesian troops would 
be workable’: under such condi- 
tions, 

As matters now stand, the 
Dutch have virtual control of most 
of east and west Java, the chief 
ports, and sizeable areas of pro- 
‘ductive Sumatra. The Indonesians 
still hold a big chunk of central 
Java, around the capital of Jogja- 
karta, but they have ordered that 
city prepared for a last-ditch de- 


nse, 

Republican sources pointed out 
that the east and west areas of 
Java held by the Dutch are the 
main rice producing areas of the 
island. They said that if the 
Dutch were permitted to remain 
during any future arbitration they 
would in effect achieve a large 
measure of their original objec- 
tives, regardless of the outcome 
of arbitration. 

Pleased Over Cessation Order. 

“It’s too little too late we fear,” 
they said. “We are extremely 
pleased over the cease fire deci- 
sion and the world’s interest in 
our fate, but without Dutch with- 
drawal to the original demarca- 
tion lines it would be almost im- 
possible for us to inform all our 
men to cease fire.” 

Today’s Dutch communique said 
there was only light and sporadic 
Indonesian resistance in eastern 
and western Java. A republican 
military informant in Jogjakarta 
reported Indonesian resistance had 
increased to a point where the 
Dutch timetable had been upset. 

In Sumatra, the Dutch said, 
their troops pushed west from 
Pematang Siantar and occupied 
Kabandjahe, 115 miles southwest of 
Medan. The communique reported 
Dutch casualties up to yesterday 
totaled 59 dead, 131 wounded and 
16 missing.

Eviction Suits Elsewhere. 


Reports from several other 
cities yesterday indicated a sub- 
stantial increase in eviction suits 
in local courts under the new 
federal rent control law. There 
was no increase in the St. Louis 
magistrate courts, but magistrates 
said they anticipated large num- 
bers would be filed later this 
month and Sept. 1. 


Chicago reported the biggest 
rush in eviction suits since the de- 
pression, with 288 filed on Fri- 
day, Aug. 1, compared with 56 
the day before and 42 a week ago. 
In Nashville, Tenn., 281 eviction 
warrants were issued in July, 
compared with 159 in June, and 


marked by these developments: 

1. A report that the document

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (UP)— 
President Truman's Air Safety 
Board went one step further to- 
day in its attempt to reduce air 
accidents by more rigid flying 
rules, 

In a_ report 
“| board recommended: 

1. That commercial airlines fly 
their routes at least 1000 feet 
above the ground, The present 
minimum altitude is 500 feet. 

2. That standard requirements 


for aircraft landing in bad 
weather be set up for all United 
States airports. 

3. That commercial pilots 
stick to instrument flying un- 
less they have at least three 
miles visibility and can fly at 
least 500 feet below the lowest 
clouds. 

The board said its recommenda- 
tions could be put into effect “in| 
cami the very near future,” It said) 
fei that airline operators, pilots and | 
we Government officials already are| 
in accord with most of the sug-| 
gestions. | 

James M. Landis, chairman of 
both the air safety and the civil 
Aeronautics Boards, said the pro- 
posed regulations would halt some 
flying practices which he feels 
have caused “a number of ac- 
cidents in the past.” 


The Air Safety Board was set 
-up by the President after three 
major air crashes brought death 
to 146 passengers and crewmen. 
One of the crashes occurred 
when a low-flying Pennsylvania 
Central airliner plowed into a 
Virginia mountainside during a 
rainstorm. Landis said the 1000- 
foot flyi minimum would tend 
to prevent such accidents in the 
future. $ 


Landis said the safety board 
would now turn its attention to a 
study of collisions in the air. 
Pending recommendations on this 
phase of commercial flying, 
Landis urged that “every effort be 
made by research agencies, indus- 
try and Government to stimulate 
the development of an adequate 
aircraft collision warning indi- 
cator.”

ROME, Aug. 2 (AP)—James C. 
Dunn, in hig first six months as 
United States Ambassador to Italy, 
has jumped into the fight between 
Communism and Gemocracy with 
a vigor and directness seldom seen 
in diplomacy. 

Dunn's assignment to Italy, the 
question-mark country between 
the East and the West, was his 


first as chief of a mission. 
During much of his 27 years of 
service in the State Department, 
one-time architect Dunn for the 
most part had important but close- 


mouthed jobs, He was an observer 
at disarmament conferences, ad- 
viser to the American delegation 
at the San Francisco United Na- 
tions Conference, special adviser 
to former Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes, deputy to Byrnes 
at the London Foreign Ministers’ 
Council, assistant Secretary of | 
State, and member of the sub- 
committee which prepared the 
Italian peace treaty. 


Observers in Rome have been 
amused and surprised by the con- 
trast between the appearance and 
quiet record and the actions of 
the new ambassador. Small, thin, 
sleek and sauve, Dunn, with his 
well-bred quizzical look and pre- 
cise, almost prim poise might have 
led the unwary to mark him down 
among the diplomats who con- 
ceive it their job to watch and re 
port, but not to take a hand. 


Recerd Since Taking Post. 


Dunn lost little time belying 
both appearance and retord. 

Fewer than two months after 
his arrival Jan. 29 in Italy, Dunn 
was at Milan, one of the focal 
points of Italy’s Communist indus- 
trial north, to make his maiden 
Speech as ambassador, to the 
Chamber ef Commerce, 


Whoever came to nod through 
20 minutes of polite generalities 
lost his nap. The new ambassa- 
dor’s speech was a lecture remind- 
ing Italian business men that the 
United States had already poured 
much material aid into Italy, prom- 
ising that America would continue 
to help Italy, advising against cut- 
throat competition, and—the am- 
bassador’s major point—a blunt 
Ng that most of the burden 
of Italian recovery had to be 
borne at home, and specifically by 
the businesg community, 


“You, as planners, manufactur- 
ers, distributors, engineers and 
tehnicians must work together to 
get full advantage from the help 
Italy gets from overseas,” Dunn 
cautioned, “You have sufficient 
workmen. They are kndéwn as 
fine craftsmen. They are willing. 
‘They like to work. The burden, 
then, lies upon your shoulders.” 
Dunn warmed to the work as he 
went along. His first appearance 
was March 24, In April he gave 
three speeches, two on one day in 
Genoa and one in Naples. On May 
19 he spoke twice again, both 
times in Florence. On June 25 he 
was back in Milan for another ap- 
pearance before the Chamber of 
Commerce. July 7, with the Com- 
munist-inclinéd north pretty well 
covered Dunn traveled to Sicily, 
where he addressed the Palermo 
Rotary Club, 
Basic Points of Speeches, 

A few simple and hard-pounded 
basic points are in all of his 
speeches, They are: 

A polite but plain reminder that 
the United States already has 
helped Italy enormously to over- 
come the ruin of war (“in the 
last year alone, goods valued at 
$500,000,000, 60 per cent to 65 per 
cent of your total imports .. .”). 

Italy must avoid “authoritarian 
doctrines of either extreme” which 
would “stifle the freedom essential 
for enterprise and progress.”

M’NARNEY SAYS REDS BLOCK 
EFFECTIVE U.N POLICE FORCE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, an 
American representative to the 
United Nations, said tonight. that 
Russian disagreement with the 
other big powers blocks creation 
of an effective international police 
force. 

Three major issues are involved 
in the disagreement, McNarney 
said on NBC’s “Our Foreign Pol- 
icy” radio program, The princi- 
pal one, he said, is American in- 
sistence that each country should 
furnish armed forces according to 
its ability and Russian insistence 
that no one power should make 
available more forces than any 
other. The effect of the Russian 
praposal, McNarney' contended, 
would be to base the peace-keep-’ 
ing force of the United Nations on 
the “strength of the weakest 
member.” 

The other two points of basic 
disagreement McNarney described 
as the right of the international 
force to use bases and pass across 
the territory of U.N. members, 
and the location of the forces 
when they are not being used by 
the Security Council.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall today encouraged Italy to 
seek revision of the Italian peace 
treaty with an implied assurance 
of American support. 

Marshall acted in line with 
American policy designed to 
strengthen Italy against Commu- 
nism, give it recognition as a 
fully sovereign nation as rapidly 
as possible’ and increase the im- 
portance of its role in European 
politics... 

His statement took the form of 
a telegran’ to the Italian Foreign 
Minister, Count Carlos Sforza, 
which was released by the State 


Department along with Sforza’s 
reply. Both messages were pegged 
on recent approval by the Italian 
Constituent Assembly of ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty, 

The Italian Government has yet 
to ratify the treaty formally and 
is waiting for Russia to act, How- 
ever, the Soviet Government has 
indicated its intention of not 
ratifying until after Italy does, so 
the treaty may be indefinitely de- 
layed in becoming effective. 

Despite this delay the United 
States already is conducting its 
relations with Italy almost as if 


the treaty were in effect and is'| 


making clear its dislike of many | 


provisions and its intention to 

support their revision wherever 

possible. 
Possible Revision Points. 

From responsiblie authorities it 
was learned that the United States 
would be willing to see the follow- 
ing changes, among others: 

1. If the foreign ministers are 
unable to agree on eventual dis- 
position of the former Italian 
colonies — Somaliland, Eritrea 
and Libya—the American Gov- 
ernment would support action 
by the United Nations to return 
the colonies to some sort of 
Italian control, possibly through 
a U.N. trusteeship, 

2. The American Government 
would be willing to have at least’ 
some naval vessels takén from 
Italy under the treaty returned. 
Any combat ships restored would 
have to be scrapped or sunk but 
smaller vessels such as tugs 
could be used by the Italians. 

3. A reduction of the $300,-

_ Off in Air Migration to Canada 


Scheme Sponsored by Dominion—Frustrat- 
ed Englishmen Also Heading for Aus- 
tralia and South Africa.

LONDON, Aug. 2-—Thirty-eight 
adventurous Britons are flying 


away from their increasingly aus- 
tere crisis-ridden homeland to- 
night to begin new lives in 
Canada. They are the vanguard 
of 7000 migrants who will fly to 
Canada under a scheme sponsored 
by the Canadian Government. 

Canada, however, is only one of 
three commonwealth destinations 
to which frustrated and fed-up 
Englishmen are heading these 
days. Australia and South Africa 
are equally popular. Each of these 
dominions, eager to build up its 
population, is campeting for the 
emigrants. 

The curtous thing is that al- 
though Britain already is strug- 
giing with what is called a critical 
manpower shortage, its govern- 
ment is making no effort to halt 
this emigration. In fact, in one 
case, it is actually aiding it. One 
reason probably is that the emi- 
gration has not yet reached a 
proportion to make really serious 
inroads on the British laboring 
population. 

The Canadian immigration-by- 
air acheme is the most dramatic 
of appeals to Englishmen. It is 
being heavily publicized by Canad- 
ian-born Lord Beaverbrook’s Daily 
Express. An Express correspon- 
dent is flying out tonight with the 
first batch, who have paid $268 
each. Some had to sell their furni- 
ture to get this much passage 
money together. 

The immigration planes will 
leave thrice weekly at first, twice 
daily later, making 175 trips in all 
across the Atlantic to carry the 
7000 emigrants in the Canadian 
program. 

Australian Proposition. 

The most attractive proposition 
was made by the Australian Gov- 
ernment with the financial as- 
sistance of the British Govern- 
ment. According to an agreement 
between the two countries signed 
March 31, former servicemen get 
free passage on the long trip to 
Australia. The fare, estimated at 


ernment. Civilians pay only $40 
of their own money with.the dif- 
ference made up equally by both 
governments. : 

Shipping is the biggest bottle- 
neck in the Australian program. 
So far, 1000 have gone out from 
England. Australian officials say 
there will be shipping for ‘6000 
more this year and 12,000 next. 

Australia’s immediate target is 
70,000 but eventually this remote 
Pacific continent of 7,260,000 has 
the ambitious hope of building 
its population to 20,000,000. 

Arthur Colwell, Australian im- 
migration minister, is now visiting 
Britain’ and the Continent ih 
search of more ships, He has not 
had much success so far, but will 


sail Aug. 9 for America, where he_ 


will pursue his quest, 


While on the Continent recently 


Colwell signed an agréement with 
the International Refugee Of- 
ganization to take 12,000 displaced 
persons a year from camps in 


Program. 

South Africa, with a more mod- 
est target of 16,000 immigrants a 
year, has the shipping to handle it. 
Two ships chartered by the Gov- 
ernment carry from 800 to 1000 
passengers each every six weeks. 
These migrants have to pay their 
own fare, which has been reduced 
to $208, cheap enough for most to 
afford. Englishmen going to 
South Arfica usually are persons 
of some means. 

More than 5000 priorities for 
passage to South Afrida have been 
issued since February when the 
scheme began. South African au- 
thorities say that this means at 
least 10,000 migrants have gone 
out, since priorities are issued 
only to heads of families.

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Security More Than Pay 
The Key to Better Labor 
Relations, SaysLuckman 


Soap Manufacturer Advocates ‘Realistic’? Pensions, Sick- 
ness, Accident and Life Insurance Plans and Guaranteed 
Annual Wage as Basis for Program That Would Allay 
Fear and Stimulate Production.

AMPAIGNING for labor peace and national well-being may seem a great 


C deal like making a soul-stirring plea 

they seem so obviously desirable 
speak up for them. The fact remains, 
daily paper will tell you, that despite 


subject, we are ‘at best making lament ably slow progress in the direction of 
industrial harmony—and a sound nation al economy. 


In the hurly-burly of strife everyone 
seems to overlook the fact that scattered 
across America are industries which have 
been strike-free for decades, whose employes 
are deeply contente@ and highly productive, 
without feeling that they are the objects 
of condescending paternalism, and whose 
stockholders steadily receive a fair return 
for the use of their capital. 


As long as experience shows that ordi- 
nary methods of dealing with labor strife 
yet us nowhere, and since examples of suc- 
cessful labor relations are all about us, why 
doesn’t it make sense to analyze the tech- 
niques which have proved successful, in- 
stead of relying solely on the hundreds of 
commissions and boards who poke dismally 
through the ashes of the failures? Count- 
less valuable medical discoveries haye been 
made by men whose keen eyes saw that 
people living under certain conditions were 
free from specific diseases; equally valu- 
able discoveries can. be made in the field 
of industrial relations by studying employ- 
ers whose methods of dealing with employes 
have kept them free from labor ailments. 


Welfare of Nation 
Tied to Productivity. 


The value of such a trial should be pain- 
full-- obvious, not only for the prevention 
of strikes, but for the all-inclusive gain of 
increased productivity. The tragic example 
of postwar Europe, where every decrease in 
individual productivity has brought a direct 
and immediate drop in standards of living, 
shows how closely the welfare of a nation 
is tied to the producing power of its work- 
ers. Any program which increases produc- 
tivity, either negatively through the pre- 
vention of strikes or positively through the 
stimulation of individual effort, is of inesti- 
mable importance to this country’s welfare. 
The successful programs I have observed 
gain both the positive and negative ends 
simultaneously. 

Stimulation of productivity is not brought 
about simply with rousing speeches, fat pay 
envelopes, or the installation of orchid- 
colored sanitary drinking fountains. It is 
brought about by making sure in every way 
that labor's contribution to production is 
an ungrudging one. It is not always easy 
to see the necessity for this; perhaps it can 
be made clearer if we look at the contribu- 
tion ef management and capital in the same 
light. The so-called “know-how” of man- 
agement is just as vital to production as is 
the labor of the workers; if management 
gave of its “‘know-how” only grudgingly 
and unwillingly, production would suffer 
severely. Of equal importance are the tools 
provided by capital; if surly investors clung 
to their money when tools were needed, pro- 
duction would lose much of its impetus. 
How, then, can production be expected to 
flourish if the third and desperately impor- 
tant component, labor, sives half-heartedly 
of its strength? 

I have been talking so far in terms of 
principles and generalities, but I do know 
by personal experience that certain specific 
programs will bring industrial harmony and 
spur production. 


Wages Are Often Only 
face Excuse for Strikes. 


One of my earliest surprises was the dis- 
covery of the fact that wages, while appar- 
ently at the heart of industrial warfare, are 
often only a surface excuse for striking; 
while less tangible factors like pride, com- 
munity feeling, the need for social recogni- 
tion, and above all the need for security, 
ere at the real heart of the problem. I mean 
the kind of security that eliminates the 
worker's craving for artificlal and uneco- 
nomic safeguards. Whether we like it or 
not we are faced with the fact that a 
worker who feels insecure is only half a 
worker and contributes only grudgingly to 
our national productivity. For this reason 
above all others I believe that security 
should be a major part of the program. 


I know, for example, that an employe 
who is worried about the inevitability of 
unpaid or underpaid retirement, and ob- 
sessed by the bogey of “Sorry, too old,’ is 
not going to do the best for himself, his 
company or his community. For this reason 
I believe strongly in realistic pension plans, 
designed to put the worker's mind at ease, 
and to enable him to regard the future 
without fear. From even the most com- 
pletely selfish point of view, a sound pen- 
sion plan makes a picture with a great 
deal of sense. Not only do the relatively

small. driblets of money required to main- 
tain such a plan swarm out immediately 
into the national economy through banks 
and insurance companies, but in addition 
customers whose buying strength would 
otherwise diminish sharply after retirement 
are provided with the means for keeping 
up their purchasing level. 


It is just as important that industry sup- 
ply its workers with good and adequate 
insurance against sickness and accident. Ill 
or injured employes should be able to rest 
easy in the knowledge that while they are 
home or hospitalized their pay will con- 
tinue and that provision will be made for 
their medical expenses. 

The average American worker is not only 
a laboring man but a family man as well; 
in other words, he is worried about more 
than just his own personal well-being. For 
this reason de feels a much greater sense 
of security when he knows that in the event 
of his death, company-paid life insurance 
will take adequate care of his dependents. 
Here once more the same benefits of greater 
productivity through security, and sustained 
purchasing power through insurance, ac- 
crue to industry. And none of these pension 
and insurance programs is at all expensive. 


Don’t forget, too, that if an insurance 
program helps in the slightest to prevent 
one small strike, it has paid for itself many 
times over,

Values of Guaranteed 
Annual Wage Are Great. 


A fourth and highly important source of 
employe security, the much-discussed guar- 
anteed annual wage, is not nearly so easy 
to install and apply as are pensions and 
insurance; but its values are equally obvi- 
ous and its difficulties in no way insurf- 
mountable. Here in all fairness I must state 
th-* Lever Brothers has not now a guaran- 
teed annual wage scheme, but our present 
collective bargaining contract has created a 
labor-management committee charged with 
the responsibility of working out a plan for 
its introduction into our business. We have 
not, however, stood by and waited for the 
plan to be presented. By carefully ironing 
out peaks and valleys in production we 
have created a smooth flow of work which 
equals the guaranteed annual wage in effect, 
if not in actual fact. 


Hand in hand with this labor-manage- 
ment committee, we have also evolved a 
labor-production committee. This labor- 
production committee is provided for in our 
collective labor agreement, and stems from 
a recognition by the union ‘‘that the pros- 
perity and welfare of the employes are 
closely related to and dependent on the con- 
tinued stability and progress of the com- 
pany.”’ 

This committee evolved during contract 
negotiations with the International Chemi- 
cal Workers Union, AFL, during February 
of th ear. It happened during a discus- 
sion “job consolidation,” that is, a 
merger of two jobs caused by new) processes 
or mew machinery. Joe Healey, a member 
of the uhion’s negotiating committee from 
our Cambridge plant, said that some of the 
men had been “burned’’ in the past by job 
consolidations and that he felt both the 
company and the union ought to take a 
completely new approach to this problem. 

Said Healey: “. . . Now we feel that there 
are three people interested in this: manage- 
ment, the workers, and the public—that is, 
the consumer. And if the management is go- 
ing to get the 100 per cent savings or nearly 
100 per cent savings on consolidation that 
is not fair. 

“It is our request that we pool a ‘aaiitete 
percentage of the savings, say 50 per cent

through eliminations and consolidations, 
and at the end of the* year during local 
negotiations have that pool split up among 
the employes as a bonus, and in that way 
you will have union’ and management co- 
operation on anything of this sort rather 
than have fear in the hearts of the employes 
when their jobs are being discussed as far 
as being eliminated or consolidated.” 

In response to this statement by Healey, 
Austin Fisher, the company’s negotiator, 
made this reply: 

“Sometimes you get pretty big oaks from 
little acorns and it seems to me that we 
have an opportunity here to explore some- 
thing that might open up an entire new 
basis of a relationship between the union 
and the company, and I’d like to say that 
we are interested in exploring your ideas. 


Union Committee 
On Productivity Urged. 


“Now job consolidation is only one way 
in which a company becomes more efficient. 
There are plenty of ways which we know 
an” which you know a company can go for- 
ward, There are new methods of. manu- 
facturing which are not always apparent to 
the management, but which are sometimes 
pretty apparent to the guy who works on 
the machine and on the job. There are all 
types of suggestions for greater efficiency, 
greater productivity, greater operating 
speed, and so forth. And I think that you 
are quite right when you say that it is not 
correct for a company to assume that it is 
entitled to 100 per cent of every step for- 
ward. There are other. parties involved, as 
Mr. Healey has pointed out, and I am begin- 
ning to think that it is about time that we 
started to explore some of those ques- 
tions. ... 


“T’d like to throw on the table an idea, 
which stems from Mr. Luckman primarily, 
that we consider the creation of a union 
committee on productivity and that the pro- 
posal in the first instance come from your 
union. 

“I would only impose these qualifications 
on that proposal. First of all, we want a 
proposal that will work. We don’t want a 
proposal that will merely give us a series 
of 15 or 20 conferences during the year. 
We want something to come out of it. 
“Secondly, we want the proposal to guar- 
antee your whole-hearted effort to make 
Lever Brothers as productive as it can be 
made. ig 
“Third, we want your proposal to con- 
tain the elements of reward which you feel 
the union is entitled to, or the individual, 
as the case may be, for giving us this plus 
over and above a normal day’s work.”’ 

In other words, our union recognizes that 
its members cannot progress toward sta- 
bility in employment except as the company 
grows in efficiency and, therefore, in sta- 
bility. I hasten to add that this conception, 
as the transcript of the negotiation shows, 
has grown out of the mutual give and take 
of collective bargaining. 


Experience Has Shown 
New System is Possible. 


The experience of many companies has 
convinced me that the guaranteed annual 
wage is not the shocking impossibility so 
many people have called it, I have a strong 
conviction that the people who say, “Oh, 
it’s all very well for the soap business, but 
it wouldn't work for a minute in my plant,” 
have not given it the kind of intelligent 
thought that American industrial leadership 
has given to: the ingenious conversion of 
waste materials into useful by-products. 
The skill and imagination which gave us 
this leadership could as readily be turned 
to the utilization of wanted manhours. 

Once the guaranteed annual: wage is at- 
tempted, employers will be quick to fill in 
their fluctuations in production, and to find 
new and valuable uses for the manpower 
at their disposal. I hate to risk the deaden- 
ing effects of constant repetition by again 
pointing out that the enormous benefits of 
ungrudging productivity and steady pur- 
chasing power would be an inevitable result 


of the savings, on individual ideas, techno- 
logical improvements, and labor saving 
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of a strong, stable annual wage program— 
but the cheerful ease with which i go 


t 


otherwise shrewd people ignore these com- 
pelling facts makes me feel that it is dan- 
gerous to under-emphasize the truth merely 
because it seems obvious. 

The question of actual wages does not, 
of course, lend itself to any hard-and-fast 
rules. Under today’s shifting economic skies 
it must be a matter of bargaining and re- 
bargaining, but I do believe that there are 
good and bad approaches to the wage prob- 
lem. When an average group of executives 
sit down to consider a new operating budg- 
et, they usualy say this of their advertis- 
ing program: ‘“‘How much money, in view 
of the company’s needs and prospects, could 
we spend on advertising in 1947?” 


But when that same group meet to con- 
sider the problem of wages; the attitude 
is something like this: ‘How little can we 
pay our employes and still avoid a strike?” 

The last time I took part in negotiations 
with a union, I decided to use the same 
yardstick for determining wages as for de- 
ciding our advertising appropriation. The 
advertising budget was determined by the 
amount of money needed successfully to sell 
our soaps and dentifrices; the wage scales 
were based on a careful analysis of how 
much we could pay our employes as a means 
of trying to secure ungrudging participation 
in the partnership of productivity. Obvli- 
ously, this amount had to be sufficient to 
satisfy our employes that as a management 
we are continuously willing to provide them 
with superior jobs in return for their supe- 
rior performance and the superior products 
they give us; This necessitated, of course, 
a careful appraisal of the usual economic 
criteria involved in wage determinations, 
but with a strong emphasis on the trend of 
thinking I have already described. The re- 
sulting figures were used as a basis for 
negotiation, and an agreement was very 
quickly and amicably reached. 


Question of Mutual 
And National Benefit. 


The whole question of production, security, 
purchasing power, and their components 
is one of mutual and national benefit, not 
of charity; and some drastic lessons have 
shown that labor resents being coddled as 
much as it does being exploited. It is a 
matter of mutual benefit because we have 
found out so many times how the vicious 
circle works in business: you can’t produce 
unless you have customers, you can’t have 
good customers without good wages and 
low prices, you can’t have good wages and 
low prices without top-rate production. 

Therefore when I talk of the benefits of 
industrial peace and ungrudging productiv- 
ity I mean the benefits to me, to labor, to 
my company, to my stockholders, to my cus- 
tomers, and to all our families—i. e., to the 
entire nation. We know that a decline in 
general industrial production from any 
cause whatsoever brings a drastic and all 
but fatal slump in its wake. The answer is 
that the maintenance of productivity and 
purchasing power is of vital, and equal, in- 
terest to all three national partners: cap- 
ital, labor, and management,

’s Migrant 


Labor Againa Problem 


With Huge 


Fruit Crop 


Itinerant Workers in Battered Automobiles Moving From 
One Harvest Field to Another; Attempts Being Made to 
Provide for Thousands Who Will Have No Homes Dur- 


ing Off Season.

VAST human problem has ripened 
dollar apricot, peach, pear, grape, 


A tomato crops. 


You can see the problem on virtually 
every rural highway in the state—trucks 
loaded with 30 to 60 itinerant farm work- 
ers, moving from one harvest field to an- 
other; whole families with all their worldly 
possessions bulging out of a battered jalopy, 
following the crop seasons up and down the 
lush San Joaquin, Sacramento and Imperial 
Valleys. 

Migratory workers and their problems are 
not new to California agriculture. Bloody 
strife between the growers and thousands 
of impoverished pickers, striking for higher 
wages needed to feed and clothe their chil- 
dren, was characteristic of the rural scene a 


decade azo. 
But these conflicts were largely abated by 


the repercussions of World War II. The 
nation experienced a manpower shortage. 
Many “fruit tramps’’ took industrial jobs in 
the cities. Increased farm production made 
more work for those who stayed on the har- 
vest circuit. Pay was increased. The fed- 
eral government, proclaiming that “food. 
will win the war,” acted to provide better 
living and working conditions. Average 
earnings of itinerant farm workers climbed 
from about $1000 to over $2000 a year. 

Although hourly wage rates, ranging from 
80 cents to $1.30 are still clinging to the 
higher levels, California farmers are now 
confronted, for the first time in many years, 
with a surplus of migratory labor. 

California’s mass production farms nor- 
mally provide employment for 90,000 to 
125,000 itinerant harvesters. 


Mobile Harvesting Army 
Is Essential to California. 


The heavy harvesting season starts in 
June, and continues through December, 
leaving about five months of the year when 
there is little or no work for the migrants. 
Some return to their homes in other states 
during this slack period, but others have no 
homes other than their cars and the open 
road, 

Since the mobile harvesting army Is essen- 
tial to the economic success of California 
agriculture, several efforts have been made 
to provide for these people during the off 
season. The Federal Government estab- 
lished 36 rural camps with housing for 
20,000 and facilities for another 10,000 
were made available when the private Cali- 
fornia Farm Production Council bought that 
many surplus war housing units. 

The Federal Government, however, will 
close its camps on Sept. 30 and the whole 
situation promises to become very much 
worse unless some other agency steps in. 
None has offered to so far. Minor outbreaks 
of disease epidemics have already occurred 
this year in migrant shack scttlements in 
Santa Clara and Kern Counties. Kern 
County’s method of coping with a diarrhea 
epidemic was ta order migrants to ‘‘get out 
of the county—we don’t care where you go.” 

Health officers in Santa Clara County, 
one of the world’s wealthiest farming areas, 
gay they are unable to cope with migrant 
health care needs. Many children among 
the migrant communities are developing 
diseases which proper sanitation and health 
measures could easily prevent. 

An older technique, still generally prac- 
ticed, is to permit the gambling joints and 
red light districts of the valley towns to run 
wide open during the dull period. The 
migrant workers wander in, spend or lose 
their money, and then are unable to travel 
very far in search of other employment. 
When the new harvesting season arrives,

they are still available. To encourage them 
to go back to work, “‘the lid’’ is temporarily 
clamped down on the gambling joints. 

This writer has personally visited severa! 
gambling establishments of this type in the 
San Joaquin Valley, and heard this frank 
explanation of their operations from leading 
local citizens. 

What the problem of the itinerant worker 
and his family mean in terms of the national 
welfare was spelled out recently by Maj. 
Gen, G. B. Erskine of the Marine Corps, 
now serving as chief of the Retraining and 
Re-employment Administration of the De- 
partment of Labor. 

“A sizable section of our population, 
through community and state neglect, has 
been robbed of so many normal American 
and human rights that it is almost unbeliev- 
able,’’ Gen. Erskine declared. “Child labor. 
substandard living and a padlock against 
education have destroyed the rights of chil- 
dren and drastically disturbed the integrity 
of family life among migrant workers. 

“Estimates ranging from one to five mil- 
lion individuals comprise America’s forgot- 
ten people of 1947, agricultural and indus- 
trial migrants. This equals the population 
of from four to 12 of our 48 states. am a 


Incentive Held Out 
To Wandering Workers. ~~ 


During the labor shortage period, one In- 
centive held out by California farmers to 
keep wandering workers from accepting fac- 
tory jobs was the fact that “you'll get 80 
cents to $1.30 an hour—with no deductions 
for social security, income or other taxes.” 

They didn’t mention the fact that freedom 


from taxes was accompanied by lack of most 
of the privileges which taxes pay for. Since 
most migrant farm workers have no perma- 
nent residence, few of them are qualified to 
vote. Many school districts will not accept 
their children because they don’t “reside” 
in the area. School attendance would be 
difficult, anyhow, with the families con- 
stantly following the crops from one county 
to another. 

In California, only boys and girls 16 
years or older are permitted to work along- 
side their parents in the harvest fields. 
When school is out, children above 14 may 
be employed. 

Some farm owners would like to have 
these limitations lifted. “The youngsters 
aren't getting any. schooling,” Wiser ex- 
plained, ‘‘and are just running around, get- 
ting into trouble. They’d probably be a lot 
better off if they were working with their 
parents.’’ 

Ray Wiser, president of the California 
Farm Bureau Federation, said that the 
average 1947 migrant farm worker has a 
fairly good car—‘lots of them are using 
pickup trucks and station wagons’’—as con- 
trasted with the rolling wrecks typified by 
the Joad family, whose experiences John 
Steinbeck fictionized in his book, “The 
Grapes of Wrath.” 

California has virtually eliminated at 
least one obnoxious feature of the “Grapes 
of Wrath” era—the farm labor contractor, 
who exploited both growers and workers. 
Most routing of migratory agricultural work- 
ers is now handled by the placement divi- 
sion of the University of California farm 
extension service. 


Few Preparations 
Made for Situation. 


Although the state’s farm leaders and 
agricultural experts are apprehensive about 
the probable human and economic results if 
the present trend continues and California 
finds itself with a vast army of migrant 
fruit pickers for whom there is insufficient 


work, virtually no preparations have been 
made for such a situation. The general! 
hope is that increased vegetable production 
may provide jobs for many hands. 

On the national level, Gen. Erskine in-« 
dorsed the recommendations of a Federal 
Inter-Agency Committee on Migrant Labor, 
which advised that communities largely 
dependent on itinerant workers develop 
“subsistence homesteads” or “garden homes’* 
projects for these “forgotten people” sa 
that they may have a permanent mail ad- 
dress, and so that their children may go to 
school. 

The committee also urged compulsory 
school attendance, and waiver of residential 
requirements for health, educational, wel- 
fare and recreational services; provision of 
child care centers for the children of mi- 
grant workers, and establishment of state- 
wide school accounting methods, so that 
children might be transferred more easily 
from one school to another.

Dilemma of a World 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


As civilization goes the way of kalei- 
doscopic change, it must be apparent to 
everybody that business acumen has 
vanished from the realm of those who 
rule. The simple truth is that in this 
important era the world is ruled by men 
who never had any business in their 
lives. 

The oligarchy that now controls Rus- 
sia is made up of persons whose early 
careers were spent outrunning the po- 
lice. Wein the United States are gov- 
erned by men who have devoted most 
of their adult years looking for sine- 
cures, and, having found and attached 
themselves thereto, may be expected to 
hold on until death intervenes. Eng- 
land, where innate shrewdness and cul- 
tivated cunningness have enabled its 
men of pomp to manipulate other na- 
tions and thus cadge itself into pros- 
perity, is now bogged down in a blind 
alley. But as badly off as these three 
world powers admittedly are, they are 
the lush spots on the globe today. 

The ABCs of economic common sense 
are that no one has ever been able to 
eat his cake and save it, too. However, 
that theory has been abandoned to pur- 
sue the gaudy doctrine that universal 
prosperity can best be obtained by using 
up the world’s natural resources in war 
or to provide hungry people with im- 
plements of war when they are dying 
of starvation. 

The great powers learned nothing 
from two fearful wars which bled them 
white of youth and wealth. Another, 
the most appalling of all, must come to 
insure the millennium. The millennium 
naturally means totalitarianism every- 
where and private enterprise gone to 
join the wild pigeon. When England 
grew weary of postwar confusion, a 
natural consequence of war, it national- 
ized its coal mines, but with no more 
success than marked the operation of 
railroads by the United States Govern- 
ment during World War I, 

No one need contend that the system 
of private enterprise is sacred or deny 
that it tolerates exploiters, but with all 
of its faults it is manifestly superior 
to Russia's infamous system or Eng- 
land's light case of Socialism. If private 
enterprise is to be supplanted, only 
“macy would propose that it be accom- 
plished overnight.

We need a few Tom Paines, Thomas Jef- 
fersons and Benjamin Franklins in‘our State 
Department— men who understand that 
world influence cannot be packed in the 
hold of a Liberty ship and sent abroad with 
the regular cargo, but must be built up by 
passionate and practical advocacy of Ameri- 
can freedom and justice.—Post-Dispatch, 
March 12, 1947. 

Our State Department did not have any ‘blaz- 
ing disciples of Tom Paine or Thomas Jefferson 
last March, and does not have them now. In- 
stead, it is run largely by men drawn from the 
Army, which everywhere is regarded as a con- 
servative institution, or from the field of high 
finance. For the most part, they are men of 
great character and ability. But from their very 
background they might be expected to show too 
much tolerance toward reactionary influences 
and reactionary cliques abroad. 

- - . 

It is time to ask whether the dominating po- 
sition of these men in the State Department does 
not explain why we find ourselves co-operating, 
after all these months, with the anti-democratic 
forces in Greece, instead of having used our 
influence, as leading Greeks themselves have 
asked us to do, in bringing about a democratic 
regime. 

It is time to ask whether the complexion of 
the State Department does not explain why we 
have not been able, after the expenditure of vast 
sums in China, to persuade Chiang Kai-shek to 
purge the Kuomintang of its ruthless exploiters 
and replace them with men who will administer 
the Chinese Government in the interest of the 
Chinese people. . 

It is time to inquire whether, if we had a few 
Tom Paines and Thomas Jeffersons in the State 
Department, we would not find means to stay 
the hands of American-armed Dutch imperialists 
in Indonesia and enforce the eloquent pledges 
of the Atlantic Charter, which is being torn to 
shreds with our tacit consent.

It remains to be seen whether Secretary 
Marshall’s brilliance in other posts will be sus- 
tained in the towering tasks he now faces, 
though his Marshall plan for Europe and other 
actions argue that it will.

Roosevelt and Gen. Eisenhower snubbed Gen. 
De Gaulle and turned instead to the fascistic 
Adm. Darlan and the ineffective Gen. Giraud,

America must consider the impression which 
its State Department personnel creates abroad. 
In Britain, France, Italy, Scandinavia and the 
Antipodes, the governments in power are so- 
cialist or labor governments, keenly sensitive to 
any suggestion of economic imperialism on the 
part of the United States, and suspicious that 
America seeks to sponsor right-wing institutions 
abroad. 

Their one best chance to carry the day against 
political assault from Moscow is to undercut 
Communist radicalism by democratic economic 
reforms. They should be assured of a State De- 
partment which understands and sympathizes 
with their dilemma—a State Department which 
realizes that to preserve freedom and human

CACTUS JACK. An unwritten biography 

of John Nance Garner. No publisher. 

In not writing these memoirs, former Vice 
President Garner has set what we can only hope 
will become a new literary style. “There are 
some things,” runs an epigram, “which one must 
have the courage not to write.” Mr. Garner has 
had the courage, and he has not written them. 
Instead, he turned down all offers and burned 
letters and other memorabilia of his nearly 40 
years in Washington, exempting only 34 scrap- 
books of trivia which he gave to the Univer- 
sity of Texas 

In not writing “Cactus Jack,” John Garner 
has added to his stature. He has resisted the 
temptation, so luxuriously succumbed to in the 
early days of the New Deal especially,'to kiss 


and tell. He has foregone all the savory second 
guesses, the pleasant assaults with intent to kill 
the reputations of old enemies, the covering up 
of the infelicitous deed with the felicitous 
phrase. 

Through every one of the blank pages of 
“Cactus Jack” there runs the thread of a man’s 
modesty, his sense of values, and especially of 
his complete adjustment to the never-easy task 
of letting things lie. It deserves, in the opinion 
of this reviewer, an honored place on everyone's 
vacant shelf. 
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No Choice at All 


Senator Brewster has aspired to a very special 
position as the “acknowledged Senate spokes- 
man for Pan American Airways.” Doris Fleeson 
gave him that title in discussing Howard Hughes’ 
charge that the Senator tried to coerce him into 


merging his Trans World Airline with Pan 


American. 

As the voice of Pan American, the Republican 
from Maine will have to work hard to be more 
faithful to the cause than the tireless Senator 
McCarran. This Democrat has been battling in 
every recent session for his bill to set up a 
single American airline as our “chosen instru- 
ment” in international aviation. 

What would this mean? 

First of all, the bill would establish a com- 
plete monopoly in our overseas flight. 

LaMotte Cohu, TWA president, says that Pan 
American, as the oldest and largest overseas 
operator, would control this monopoly. 

The bill would curtail private enterprise, al- 
though this has made American aviation first 
in the world. 

It means that we are afraid of foreign com- 
petition in the air, although our lines already 
carry four fifths of the Atlantic traffic, 

It means, finally, a return to the prewar pe- 
riod, which was a period of trade war, when 
subsidized and monopolistic airlines were instru- 
ments of aggressive foreign policies. 

By 1943 an inter-departmental committee in 
Washington concluded that the chosen instru- 
ment was all wrong. All American airlines but 
one agreed. So did the War, Navy, State, Com- 
merce and Post Office Departments, and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 

Now Pan American still chooses the chosen 
instrument, and its solitude in this position is 
particularly revealing. We do not believe the 
nation would distort its successful aviation policy 
in behalf of one airline. 
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Something to Live Up To 

We congratulate the Chicago Tribune upon 
the discovery in the recently opened Lincoln 
papers in the Library of Congress of an eloquent 
letter written to Lincoln by Joseph Medill, 
founder of the Tribune and grandfather of its 
present publisher. ° 

The letter is in the highest tradition of the 
fighting editor who cuts through the folderol 
and grasps the basic issue, Advising Lincoln as 
to an anti-slavery tour through Ohio, Medill 
wrote: 

Don’t_act in the defensive, but pitch hot 
shot into the hulk of doughface and pro- 
slavery Democracy. Rake down the swindling 
pretensions of Douglas that his Kansas-

Failures in the Orient 


RICHER BY ASIA, by Edmond Taylor, (Houghton 


Mifflin Co., Boston.) 


In 1940, Edmond Taylor—veteran of the 
Spanish Civil War and the Fall of France 
wrote a fine book on psychological war- 
fare that exerted profound influence at all 
levels in America. He has followed “The 
Strategy of Terror” six years. and a world 
war later with one of the finest studies of 
contemporary Asia yet published in a year 
in which there have been many superior 
books on this potent field. 

During the war, following desk service 
in Washington, Taylor spent two years in 
Asia as “deputy chief of clandestine activi- 
ties for Admiral Mountbatten,” intelligence 
officer for O.8.8., and finally as com- 
mandant of all O.S.S. activities in the 
Southwest Asia Command. 

. * - 


In common with most serious reporters 
on the Oriental scene, Taylor has little good 
to say for the British, and not much more 
for the Americans, Much of his study cen- 
ters on India, but its lessons apply to all 
colonial areas in Asia. He writes: “Noth- 
ing as far ‘as I can see proves that defeat 
cured the Japanese and the German para- 
noias, but nothing proves that it has not. In 
any case ... the lesson seems to be that 
the enemy is a disease, a disease that can 
happen to anyone.” 

He disapproved of the Bikini carnival as 
“a really serious offense against peace... 
the same basic blasphemy which is what 
really shocked us most in the shower-baths, 
the gas-chambers and the crematoriums” 
of the Nazi death camps. 

“Richer by Asia” is a compelling testa- 
ment of a reporter sensitive to the inner 
meanings of the turbulent Orient in its 
most turbulent times. Taylor does not 
bait his book with trivial portraits of the 
great and near-great he has met, He is 
interested in the mass mainsprings of Asian 
revolt and Western complacency. Few books 
could provide a better understanding of 
why a gigantic and costly World War made 
so few good changes in Asia.

Taylor is cognizant of our own deep re- 
sponsibility for such miscarriages of de- 
mocracy as Chiang and the Kuomintang, 
the friendless United States of Indonesia, 
the betrayal of the Philippine patriots. He 
expresses it well in his comment on a 
European postwar development: 


“The rea] error of Nuremberg was not 
that 10 men were hanged for a crime that 
had not existed until they were convicted 
of it, but that nobody thought to say, as 
they were led to the gallows, “There, but 
for the grace of God, go we.’”

St. Louis, where seal furs are processed 
and auctioned under an exclusive contract 
with the United States Government, is 
brought into the spotlight in this story of 
the fur seal and the sealers, not hereto- 
fore told on the scale of its importance. 
Mrs. Martin has brought to it not only 
thorough research but richness of sympathy 
and understanding in a dramatic and well- 
told tale. With great devotion she has 
sifted out the history of the sealing “in- 
dustry,” more than half hidden because of 
its shameful aspects, and has traced its 
fateful and often tragic involvement in the 
affairs of men and nations. 

When her husband was appointed resi- 
dent physician on St. Paul Island in the 
Pribilofs, she made use of the opportunity 
to study the written history, hunting the 
fur seals down the centuries on paper and 
supplementing the knowledge thus acquired 
by first-hand observation and study. 

As a potential trouble-maker the fur seal 
has no equal among animals. That soft 
fur pelt may, as often before, become again 
the nucleus of a grim web of misfortune, 
crime, exploitation and tragedy. Ameri- 
cans, she says, as custodians of the larg- 
est herd of fur seals, the most commercial- 
ly, valuable in existence today, should be 
alert to the seals’ historic role and their 
potential threat to permanent peace at 
home and in the Pacific.

My answers—the best I can‘ give, however, in- 


ingly combat with all our power, 
for the sake of survival. 

I suspect that Soviet leaders 
and party members are as divided 
as we are about the “inevitability” 
of another war. I believe they 
are at present far more concerned 
over the security of the U.S.8S.R,, 
through. a cordon sanitaire drawn 
through satellite countries, than 
over anything else. Obviously 
Moscow wants this advance shield 
as far forward from Soviet bor- 
ders as political maneuvers will 
allow. She has filled political vac- 
uunis where she could and West- 
ern Allies could not prevent it. 

I do not think that proves that 
she is definitely planning for an 
eventual war. It might show just 
as aptly that the Soviets are des- 
perately afraid of one. For many 
years, due to their internal prob- 
lems and weaknesses, war would 
spell disaster for the Soviet re- 
gime. 

At the same time, if Soviet- 
dominated governments should 
continue to spread over most of 
Europe or much of Asia, a point 
could be reached where the Soviet 
area of absolute political power 
would be so great as to constitute 
a threat to peace. I do not think 
that point of satellite extension 
has yet been reached, nor need 
be reached. [I think there still 
exists a margin between Hast and 
West, which is also the margin 
and measure of our opportunity 
to build peace. 


Question: Do you feel that cur- 
rent United States policy toward 
Russia is too harsh? 

To my mind the Marshall Plan 
right, the Truman 
Doctrine absolutely wrong. 

The President’s declaration, in 
March, of a world crusade against 
Communism seemed to Kremlin 
leaders to confirm all their deep- 
est suspicions and fears. It con- 
tributed very largely to Moscow’s 
refusal to participate in the Mar- 
shall program. The President's 
declaration has seriously compli- 
cated Marshall's effort to build 
peace by building Europe’s eco- 
nomic recovery. For the Soviets 
to turn down the honest offer was 
equally intemperate and_ short- 
sighted. 

If by “current United States 

policy” is meant Secretary Mar- 
shall’s attitude of rigid firmness, 
coupled with correctness and mod- 
eration of speech toward the So- 
viets, then I believe this is the 
only sound course open to the 
United States under present cir- 
cumstances. 
Failing Soviet co-operation with 
the West to restore Europe, the 
United States is compelled to help 
the western and democratic na- 
tions, Since the Soviets have filled 
all of eastern Europe’s political 
vacuum available to them, the 
United States has no choice but 
to support containment of any 
further satellite extension. 

In my view, the test of United 
States policy is HOW we apply it. 
If we believe in democracy, we 
must support truly representative 
freely elected coalition govern- 
ments, whether they include So- 
cialists or even Communists, pro- 
viding these parties have enough 
strength to qualify for participa- 
tion in the government; but as yet 
Washington has made no move 
to hasten a. representative, coali- 
tion government in Greece. If we 
do not do this, we are acting like 
the Soviet advisers in Hungary. 
Unless Weshington is most care- 
ful it will soon commit the same 
error in regard to China. The Mar- 
shall policy can be, and should be, 
consistently democratic. For the 
future, that is what remains to 
be seen. 

Question: Has the United States 
made a mistake in not working 
more actively through the United 
Nations? 

Yes, I believe we have. Presi- 
dent Truman’s by-passing of the 
U.N. on aid to Greece was a grave 
mistake and a costly precedent. 
The United States has also failed 
notably to build the U.N. trustee- 
ship mechanism as it might have 
done. Washington has not yet 
made the United Nations its chief 
forum for leadership in world af- 
fairs. 

The Marshall Plan ought to be 
tied in as closely as possible with 
the U.N. economic machinery. The 
caliber of American representation 
at Lake Success should be lifted 
to the highest available. I think 
both the President and Secretary 
of State, especially the latter, 
could contribute much by attend- 
ing more meetings at Lake Suc- 
cess. 

The recent bipartisan move in 


‘Congress aimed at curbing or re- 


moving the veto power in the U.N. 
is a hopeful development. I be- 
lieve the U.N. is our only hope of 
preventing war; but it cannot pre- 
vent war unless it is radically 
strengthened, nor until the veto 
obstacle is attacked frontally. 

Dr, Einstein’s appeal for world 
law—a supra-sovereignty—through 
the U.N. also points directly at the 
only solution which offers reason- 
able chances for safety in an 
atomic age.

GENEVA, Aug. 2. 
‘Y its reprisal hangings of two 
kidnaped British sergeants, 
the Jewish terrorist organiza- 
tion, Irgun Zvai Leumi, ‘has 
created a violent reaction among

The decision to go to the D.P. 
camps is the outcome of amazing 
revelations, made to the commit- 
tee Wednesday, entirely refuting 
Zionist testimony heard in Pales- 
tine. The United. Nations’ own 
expert told the secret session that 
in his opinion Jewish D.P.s had 
been so thoroughly propagandized 
by Zionist agents operating ‘inside 
the camps that their desire to go 
to Palestine is not spontaneous 
but manufactured. Actually, he 
said, perhaps 80 per cent of the 
Jewish D.P.s would welcome the 
chance to go elsewhere than Pales- 
tine if the world’s doors were 
open to them and they were given 
a free choice. 

It was this testimony which in- 
duced several relu¢tant delegates, 
notably the Australian and Ca- 
nadian, to drop their opposition to 
a D.P. camp visit, sought by the 
Guatemalan, and swing the vote 
favorably. 

The subcommittee expects to 
get under way early next week, 
probably in a United States Army 
transport plane, and spend about 
a week touring Germany and 
Austria. 

What it reports can have deep 
implications in shaping recom- 
mendations to the General Assem- 
bly. 


Communism” in itself will con- 
tribute no positive assurance of 
peace. It cannot guarantee peace 
because that, alone, remains based 
on the same extreme nationalistic 
instruments which have produced 
more wars over hundreds of years. 

Even the United States is not 
rich enough to solve the Russian 
problem alone. 

If we Americans bend all our 
efforts to building an ever-strong- 
er supra-national United, Nations, 
we may make this first frame- 
work of world government so pow- 
erful that the Soviet Union can- 
not afford either to defy it or to 
leave it. 

In any case, the U.N. certainly 
can, with persistence and vision, 
be made so strong as to be the 
world’s greatest Rarrier against 
war. That investment ought to be 
worth as many billion dollars per 
year as Uncle Sam now puts into

A corollary of the idea that Ger- 
many is the natural workshop of 
Europe, and Japan the natural 
workshop of Asia is the idea that 
the proper function of the colonial 
possessions is to furnish raw ma- 
terials to industrial centers which 
already exist, rather than to de- 
velop industry on their own ac- 
count. 

It is also a significant though 
little emphasized, fact that among 
the countries that have accepted 
discussion of the suggestions of 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall as the primary approach to- 
ward economic rehabilitation are 
all the world’s remaining rulers 
of subject peoples beyond the 
seas:, Britain, France, Holland, 
Belgium and Portugal. 

For all these countries the idea 
of restoring, as far as possible, 
what Gen, Charles de Gaulle some- 
what tactlessly called “the old 
Europe,” and especially the old in- 
dustrial complex of western Eu- 
rope, runs in double harness with 
the’ idea that the old system of 
colonial investment, extraction 
and trade should be disturbed as 
little as possible. 

Weakening of Britain. 

The interests of all these rulers 
of coloriial domains and subject 
peoples are not identical, however. 

Britain stands apart from the 
others. Britain has been weak- 
ened as a world power, and is no 
longer of equal rank with either 
the United States or Russia. Brit- 
ain temporarily lost Hong Kong, 
Malaya and Burma. But Britain 
itself was never occupied, and 
Britain never lost control of India, 
the Near East, Egypt and its vast 
African possessions. 

Britain now owes vast sums, es- 
pecially to India and Egypt, for 
materials supplied during the war; 
but for this very reason Britain’s 
subject and satellite peoples, if 
they hope ever to cash in on what 
is owing to them, cannot afford 
to shake Britain too severely. This 
gives British policy valuable elbow 
room for maneuver. 

France, Belgium and Holland, 
on the other hand, were occupied 
by the Germans. France and 
Holland completely lost contro] of 
their valuable Far Eastern col- 
onies. As they were unable to 
draw on these colonies for war 
supplies, the colonial peoples do 
not even have credit claims on 
them and so are free to push their 
|political claims. 

It is this factor that largely ex- 
plains why France and Holland, 
though much weaker than Britain, 
have been much tougher than 
Britain in trying to re-establish 
colonial rule by the threat and 
actual use of military force. 


Reconquest Expenditures. 

France, according to Viet Nam 
spokesman in Paris, is currently 
spending about 300,000,000 francs a 
day in the attempt—thus far un- 
successful — to reconquer Indo- 
china. It is true that 300,000,000 
in paper francs does not amount 
to much; but a lot of this expen- 
diture is believed to be in “hard” 
currency, especially dollars—and 
that does matter. 

The theory with the French, as 
with the Dutch, is that spending 
money to regain colonial control 
is like investing capital. If the 
venture succeeds, it will pay divi- 
dends year after year. . 

The difficulty for both countries 
is that they are caught in a 
squeeze. If they go ahead with 
military action, a lot of planta- 
tions, stockpiled produce and other 
sources of revenue will be de- 
stroyed; but if they negotiate, no 
agreements will be binding unless

Dutch regard as the arch-rebels 
and subverters—Ho Chih Minh in 
the case of Indochina, and Soe- 
karno in the case of Indonesia. 
To-treat with such men on a 
footing of relative equality—men 
whom they long have regarded as 
the proper prey of the political 
police and the third-degree squad 
—means “losing face.” It means 
confessing to native nationalists 
of all ranks that successful re- 
bellion pays off and that the most 
daring rebel comes out on top. 


Officer Caste Domination. 

The French are pinched in this 
squeeze more tightly than the 
Dutch and much more tightly 
than the British. Ideas of “face” 
and “losing face” are supposed to 
be Oriental; but it is an inter- 
esting phenomenon that Western 
imperial rulers of Oriental peoples 
tend to be a good deal more ob- 
sessed with “face” than the peo- 
ples they rule. 

The British and Dutch empires 
are, however, ruled by men who, 
when the last cards are on the 
table, almost always turn out to 
be business men. If the last cards 
add up to a situation in which 
they must choose between staying 
in business, with the loss of a 
little “face,” or getting out and 
losing both “face” and business, 
they will stay in business. 

It is the misfortune of the 
French that with all their worries 
at home, the handling of the sit- 
uation in Indochina has been dom- 
inated by the hereditary French 
officer caste, It is a much over- 
looked fact that the society of 
France, though as democratic in 
most respects as any other demo- 
cratic society, is cursed with a 
hereditary officer caste which is 
not only reactionary, but roman- 
tic and impractical in politics and 
Stupid and childish in money and 
business matters. 

The representatives of this caste 
are still causing trouble in Indo- 
china even though their most con- 
spicuous representative, Adm. 
d’Argenlieu, has finally been 
maneuvered back into the monas- 
tery which he had left to resume 
a military career. They cling to 
the formula that it is impossible 
to negotiate with Ho Chih Minh, 
the lifelong professional rebel. It 
is they—and this is the measure 
of their romantic disregard of 
the realities of politics—who are 
mainly responsible for the attempt 
to reconquer a French colony with 
German mercenaries. 

Apart from them, the Right in 
France, as well as the Left, is con- 
vinced that it is time to negotiate. 
Plenty of citations can be quoted 
from French publications to show 
that even conservatives are Con- 
vinced that Viet Nam is solidly be- 
hind Ho Chih Minh. 

The non-military French con- 
servatives also have another rea- 
son for meeting Ho Chih Minh’'s 
terms by negotiation. They are 
more and more afraid that if the 
costly guerrilla war drags on too 
long, France will be so badly un- 
dermined that eventually, when 
peace an* trade are_ restored, 
American enterprise, rather than 
French, will dominate the scene.

Gives Poland 
Postwar Ace 


Mines Producing for 
France and Britain 
as Well as for 
Russia.

WARSAW, Aug. 2. 
VERYWHERE else in Europe, 
people talk coal, but in Poland 
the miner says nothing—he 
just digs. Instead of having to 
be flattered like Britain’s miner, 
given special food like the Saar 
miner, or wheedled like the Ruhr 
miner, the Polish miner asks no 
favors. He is driven by a vital 

force—his love of country. 

He knows that coal is his coun- 
try’s political weapon. He is will- 
ing to sweat 40 hours through a 
six-day week, so that his coal. can 
rule Europe’s power plants and 
railroads and provide warmth. 

This week in Paris, Poland's 
clever Moscow-trained Minister of 
Industry, Hilary Minc, was sitting 
pretty behind a royal flush of coal. 

France cannot get enough coal 
even from the United States, the 
Saar and the Ruhr combined. 
This is where the Polish coal 
miner comes in. 

He is also digging a quarter of 
a million tons for Britain. Brit- 
ain will have to pay plenty for 
that, because the Pole does not 
give his labor away. 

Where the Polish coal miner 
really sails into his work is with 
the Soviet Union. His govern- 
ment is allied to the Soviet Union 
and whatever the brickbats 
thrown at philanthropic Uncle 
Sam by the Polish press, no criti- 
cism of the U.S.S.R. is permitted. 
No wonder, in light of what the 
Pole with the lamplit helmet has 
promised to produce for the So- 
viets. Of the 47 million tons dug 
annually, 13 million are supposed 
to be traded overseas. Poland 
wants cotton, petroleum, iron ore 
and manganese. Russia has 
these, so the miner digs 3% mil- 
lion tons of coal in trade for what 
Russia has. 

That hardly gets him into a 
sweat, however. Russia has been 
getting reparations out of Ger- 
many nearly as fast as the United 
States pours food in. 

Poland can use some of these 
reparations, especially dismantled 
industrial plants. So it buys 15 
per cent of Russia’s reparations 
and the Polish coal miner digs 
the stuff that pays for it. 

There is a little known treaty 
between Russia and Poland, 
signed Aug. 16, 1945, which slipped 
out of secrecy only last year when 
the European Coal Organization 
let the cat out of the bag. Under 
this) agreement, the Russians 
were supposed to get. 8,000,000 
tons of Polish coal last year, 13,- 
000,000 this year and 12,000,000 
tons every year as long as Rus- 
sian troops remain in Germany. 

The political implications of 

is pact are that the Soviet 
Union gets prior control of all 
Poland’s export coal, with a cor- 
responding effect on Poland's 
ability to bargain with the west- 
ern powers. Last year the Soviets 
relented and took only 4,800,000 
tons in return for reparations. 

The Soviéts are tightening, how- 
ever, as the Polish coal miner 
works harder; this year Russia 
gets 6% million tons in “repara- 
tions” coal, even though repara- 
tions are by now running thin. 

Poland's coal miners get about 
50 cents a day. They never 
strike. Their leaders are their 
representatives in government 
and all mines are nationalized. 


Chiang, in Economic Crisis, Faces 
Need to Abandon Old Methods — 
For Democracy to Get U.S. Aid 


Chinese Generalissimo Now on Defensive: 
Liquidating Communists, Repressing 
Newspapers, Charging American Corres- 
pondents Misrepresent His Regime.

Internally, he is launching a 
campaign to try to _ liquidate 
Chinese Communists by force. . 

He is cracking down on critics 
inside Nationalist China. 

He has adopted new repressive 
measures against the press, Re- 
cently the only three liberal news- 
papers in Shanghai were suspend- 
ed. Next day, a fourth, which 
had ventured to say that the sus- 
pensions were on direct order o* 
the Generalissimo, was suspended 
also. None has resumed publi- 
cation. ‘ 

Newspapers Receive Orders. 

Chinese newspapers voice no 
criticism of the Government. In- 
stead, they were ordered this 
week to play up the intensified 
war on Communists and Govern- 
ment plans for democratic re- 
forms. There are unverified re- 
ports of many secret arrests and 
disappearances. 

Externally, Chiang this week 
bid for world opinion by charging 
American correspondents with 
misrepresenting his regime, espe- 
cially to the United States. He 
said the correspondents “not only 
criticize the ineffiency and moral 
practices” of his government but 
mislead Americans into thinking 
the Chinese people are not deserv- 
ing of their friendship. 

Chiang declared these reports a 
major obstacle to Chinese-Ameri- 
can co-operation, which, he said, 
imperil friendly relations between 
the two countries and “self-re- 
specting Chinese will not long tol- 
erate these insults.” 

Personal Interview With Chiang. 

When I talked to Chiang this 
week he strongly defended his 
course. He blamed the Chinese 
Communists for his failure to in- 
augurate civil liberties and other 
political reforms. He said the 
Communists use the liberties al- 
ready granted to undermine the 
Government. At every point he 
defended his actions as necessary 
under the circumstances. 

Chiagg is in an extremely dif- 
ficult spot. Americans closest to 
him believe that he sincerely 
wants to bring democracy to China 
to climax his career, but, on the 
other hand, they say that he has 
only a vague idea of what democ- 
racy, in the western sense, means. 
All his training and triumphs of 
leadership incline him to cling to 
methods he knows best. 

This means a tenacious grasp on 
power long held. I means a 
tight nationalistic autocracy. It 
means the ancient curse of Chi- 
nese nepotism. It means a cen- 
tralized network of bureaucratic 
and sometimes totalitarian con- 
trols over.the political and eco- 
nomic life of the nation. It means 
keeping tried, trusted and potent 
henchmen in power, even though 
this breeds inefficiency and cor- 
ruption. 

Change Would Be Difficult. 

It is no easy thing, therefore, es- 
pecially in time of crisis, for 
Chiang to abandon all this and 
embark on a strange new path of 
democratic freedom. 

One high American who has 
known him 20 years believes that 
Chiang may do just that, however. 
He points out that as a young man 
Chiang gave up everything to join 
the revolutionary movement of 
Sun Yat-sen, who overthrew the 
ancient Manchu dynasty and set 
up the Chinese Republic. 

This friend believes: “The finest 
thing that could happen to China 
would be a revolution and con- 
version in the mind of Chiang 
Kai-shek.” 

Plan for U. 8. Ald. 

In this connection, one program 
being urged on Lt. Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer’s mission as a basis 
for United States help would re- 
quire:

Replacing this large, ineffi- 
cient force with about ten highly 
trained, well equipped divisions 
to protect railroads and pre- 
serve internal order. 

A “freezing” of the present 
divided China, leaving Chinese 
Communists in control of vast 
areas with the hope that these 
people can gradually be won 
over into a unified China by 
persuasion. 

Establishing civil liberties and 
other democratic rights; tax 
and land reforms; halting of in- 
flation, and general houseciean- 
ing of inefficiency and corrup- 
tion in the government. 

Close supervision by American 
officials of all economic and 
military aid granted. This would 
mean placing American experts 
in every phase of Chinese ac- 
tivity from customs and banks 
and public administration to the 
military. 

No Large U.S. Expenditure. 
The high official who outlined 
this program said that China could 
be stabilized on this basis without 
abnormally large expenditure by 
the United States. 

Demobilization of the Army 
alone, he said, would lift a crush- 
ing burden from China. Bank 
loans could restore railway come- 
munications, since China’s rail- 
roads are normally profitable. 

According to the official, the 
large disinherited army group of 
4,500,000 to 5,000,000 would have to 
be employed on road-building and 
other public works until gradu- 
ally re-absorbed into civilian life, 
Otherwise, they might go Com- 
munist or disrupt the country by 
turning into predatory bands. 

He acknowledged it would be 
impossible for Chiang to set up 
honest, efficient local governments 
throughout China. He insisted, 
however, that a “model democratic 
government” in one province, plus 
national reforms, would revive the 
people’s hope, restore confidence 
in the Generalissimo and gradu- 
ally spread through the rest of 
China, including Communist-held 
territory. Then a _ plebiscite in 
Communist areas might result in 
the peaceful unification of China. 

Plan Naive, Some Say. 

Others with whom I have talked 
called parts of this program ideal- 
istic and even naive. How, they 
asked, would ten divisions hold 
back the 800,000 regular troops 
and 2,200,000 “people's militia” in 
the Communist armies from over- 
running the rest of China. They 
doubted that Chiang would ever 
agree to such unilateral disarma- 
ment. 

Also, they declared it highly un- 
realistic to expect the Commu- 
nists to be won over to free, demo- 
cratic methods by example and 
persuasion. How, they asked, can 
a fair plebiscite aimed at ousting 
Communism be conducted in any 
Communist-controlled territory? 

It is becoming increasingly clear 
that Chiang must make radical 
changes before any United States 
aid will be forthcoming. The $500 
000,000 loan discussed when Gen, 
Marshal! came to China was never 
even proposed in Congress. Mar- 
shall went home criticizing the re- 
actionary group around Chiang 
and saying that drastic reforms 
were necessary.

CHARGES HUNGARIAN DECREE 
WOULD RUIN OIL FIELDS THERE 


BUDAPEST, Aug. 2 (AP)—Paul 
Ruedemann, American director of 
the American-Hungarian Oil Co. 
(MAORT), said yesterday the 
Hungarian Government hdd is- 
sued a decree giving Hungary 
“almost complete control” of the 
company and setting a minimum 
production figure which would 
“ruin the field in a year and a 
half.” 

The director said the decree 
was issued by the Supreme Eco- 
nomic Council, headed by Zoltan 
Vas, Moscow-educated Communist. 
He said it set the minimum pro- 
duction for the field in southwest- 
ern Hungary at 540,000 tons a 
year and set the price of crude 


oil at 120 florints ($10.20) a ton. 
The present price, which officials 
say still is not enough to pre- 
vent an operating loss, is 170 flor- 
ints ($14.45). 

The decree also requires that 
the company deposit 50 florints 
($4.25) per ton in a “special 
blocked account” pending new 
price discussions and that with- 
drawals from the fund “shall be 
admissible only upon permit by 
the Supreme Economic Council 
and only for such investment as 
shall be approved by them,” 


Ruedemann said. 


SCIENTIST REPORTS FINDING 
TRANSVAAL APE-MAN PELVIS 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, 
Aug. 2 (AP)—Dr. Robert Broom, 
noted South African scientist, 
yesterday discovered what he be- 


lieved was the pelvis of the Sterk- 
fontein ape-man. 

(Scientists with the American 
Museum of Natural History in 
New York said Dr. Broom previ- 
ously had found remains of this 
species, which they said apparent- 
ly lived in the Pleistocene 
epoch, about 1,000,000 years ago. 
Sterkfontein is in the Transvaal.) 


Describing his new find, Dr. 
Broom said: “The pelvis, nearly 
complete, shows the being walked 
on his hind legs and was appar- 
ently closely allied to man. The 
discovery is of great importance.”

Gen. MacA 


Director of Civil Lib- 
erties Union Says 
American Occupa- 
tion Is Working 
‘Historical Miracle.’

INCE my return from Japan 

a few weeks ago, where I went 

as a guest of the Occupation 
to survey civil liberties, I have 
been amazed at the extent of 
skepticism expressed in response 
to my enthusiastic estimate of the 
role of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
The Supreme Commander domi- 
nates the occupation. He is, in 
relation to Japan, what the old 
shoguns were up the coming of 
Commodore Perry almost a cen- 
tury ago, the military ruler above 
the Emperor. 

His power tn executing the Al- 
lied objectives of disarming, de- 
militarizing and democratizing 
Japan is nominally subject to con- 
trol in Washington by the United 
States and the Allied Govern- 
ments, but In fact it is very little 
limited. The occupation must 
therefore be judged mainly by his 
attitudes and abilities. The Gen- 
eral is engaged in a crusade, It 
is a crusade for democracy, a 
spiritually powerful Japan, and 
an ultimately self-supporting 
Japan. For the first time in his- 
tory an autocratic military 
machine is succeeding in estab- 
lishing the practices of democracy 
in a land dominated for centuries 

feudal lords, despots and 
family oligarchies. The evidence 
of success on the political and 
alg ae fronts is overwhelm- 

g. It is not the invention of 
press agents or MacArthur idola-

But what my skeptical critics 
ask is how can a General] never 
known to be a liberal so change 
his outlook, and can it be genuine 
when he is so warmly supported 
in the United States by some of 
the most unreconstructed Tories 
in our national politics? Was I 
not taken in by personal charm 
or surface appearances? Do I not 
minimize the blunders and fail- 
ures, and discount the unsolved 
problems? 

I can testify only to what I 
saw and heard in seven weeks of 
close association with Americans 
and Japanese from top to bottom 
in Tokyo, Kyoto, Osaka and the 
Villages. And I testify without 
reservations. I went as an in- 
dependent American citizen under 
no obligations to the Occupation. 
The last thing Gen. MacArthur 
said to me was not to pull my 
punches in speaking and writing 
of the Occupation, and feel free 
to criticize as the facts deserved. 
I do. 

Missionary Spirit. 

I know little of the General's 
in relation to his understand- 
of democracy, but I do not 

hesitate to say that today he is 
one of the few men I have met 
in public life with an almost mis- 
sionary spirit of promoting it. On 
every point we discussed I found 
him at once sensitive to the high- 
est concepts of our democratic 
ideals. That covers not only polit- 
ical and social democracy, but 
economic, too—the issues of trade 
union rights, monopolies, special 
privilege in any form. He not only 
thinks in democratic terms but 
feels deeply and with assured con- 
viction their value. His attitude 
is that of a man with a profound 
sense of religion in its human re- 
lationships. Some of his associates 
call it “mystical.” It is, in the 
sense of an abused word, “spiri- 
tual.” The element of faith in de- 
mocracy and in people is so strong 
as often, no doubt, to. make him 
unduly optimistic over the prog- 
ress of the Occupation. But with 
reasonable discount, he is not far 
off reality. 

I cannot explain so readily why 
Tories think he is their man. I 
don’t know any well enough to 
ask. I assume they take to a dis- 
tinguished military commander 
far enough from home to have 
about him a legendary conserva- 
tism, and a proved ability in lead- 
ership thought to be transferable 
to politics. I doubt if MacArthur 
has any political ambitions, and 
Iam sure he would in any event 
disappoint those who figure him 
out as a defender of the status 
quo. He is, on the record of his 
surrender speéch on the “Mis- 
souri” and his pronouncements 
since, an idealist, innovator, lib- 
eral, with a vivid consciousness of 
the processes of history. The 
Tories either do not read the rec- 
ord or do not believe it. I have 
heard that they are given to fixed 
ideas, and MacArthur as one of 
their sort is among them. The 
result among liberals is to repudi- 
ate or question the genuineness of 
his democracy. Hence the skepti- 
cism with which my testimony is 
greeted. 

by Japanese. 

But the view I express is almost 
universally shared by the Japa- 
nese. They look upon the General 
as a liberator from their mili- 
tarists. They believe in his poli- 
cies. They want him to stay until 
the process of democratization is 
firmly rooted. 

Even the Communist leaders, 
with whom I had a long session, 
felt it would be dangerous to 
withdraw in the near future, until 
the economy of Japan had been 
put on popular foundations of 
control beyond the power of re- 
action to capture. They did not 
like MacArthur’s anti-Communism, 
of course, but they felt he had 
given them a fair break. 


Some of the Japanese have 
doubtless transferred to MacAr- 
thur some of the emotional loyalty 
formerly expressed for the Em- 
peror. “Don't treat MacArthur 
like a god,” warned a Japanese 
editorial widely reprinted. Not 
many do, but the Japanese need 
to be warned against following 
the leader. It’s the vice that got 
them into war. It is a substantial 
obstacle to the democracy that re- 
quires citizens to be boss, and gov- 
ernments their servants. Emper- 
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or-worship long insured against 
that attitude. 

The Emperor was used by the 
ruling cliques as their mouth- 
piece. As the apex of the hierarchy 
of Japanese feudal organization, 
he became the symbol of authority 
above the people. He has been 
cut down now to man-size. The 
imperial household has been dem- 
ocratized. When I asked the oc- 
cupation authorities whether they 
approved my accepting an invita- 
tion to interview the Emperor, 
they at once encouraged me. “We 
seek no interviews for Americans,” 
they said, “but we are delighted 
to approve his contact with rep- 
resentatives of United States 
democracy.” 

Appointment With Emperor. 

So my appointment with the 
Emperor came off as scheduled. 
It was a 40-minute conversation 
with a shy little man surrounded 
by chamberlains, all in cut-aways, 
the Emperor  indistinguishable 
from them. But he talked easily 
via an interpreter. We sat in 
gold and scarlet chairs in the 
commodious reception room of the 
palace administfation building. I 
told him about the Japanese in 
the United States and their bet- 
ter prospects because the Nisei 
fought so well for the Allies 
(which seemed to please him). He 
responded to my questions quickly 
in his high small voice, expressing 
his faith in the U.N., peace, Gen. 
MacArthur, the occupation, which 
was making only “small mis- 
takes,” and. winding up by saying 
he hoped it would stick till its 
job was done. | 

I told the Emperor I thought 
the Americans had good sense to 
keep him, though I was no judge 
of the utility of royalty—at which 
the interpreter gasped a bit but 
did his duty. The interview wound 
up with the Emperor rising and 
grasping my hand to thank me 
for bringing him a tin of candy 
and two more for his sons from 
my sons. He got really voluble 
over the boys. We were in fact 
for a few minutes just a couple of 
fathers swapping remarks over 
the kids and their schools, 

When the interview was over I 
asked the rules about quoting the 
Emperor. It appeared that there 
are none, and I was politely ad- 
vised to use my own discretion. I 
got out a brief account for the 
press, knowing they would be after 
me, checked it with our public re- 
lations section, and waited for an 
unfavorable come-back. Instead 
the entire Japanese press seemed 
perfectly delighted with what the 
Emperor said. . 

Universal Response. 

It. appeared that the Emperor 
had not before expressed his views 
of the Occupation nor of the 
United Nations, and what he said 
struck a universal response in 
agreement. 

But what was striking was not 
the publicity but the reaction of 
my Japanese friends in public life. 
They plied me with questions as to 
the Emperor’s attitude, manner 
and words. At first I thought it 
the old reverence, with nothing 
much changed from Emperor-wor- 
ship. But I quickly concluded that 
what they were seeking was an 
estimate of what the Emperor 
really was like in his new role of 
being himself, not the mouthpiece 
of a government. They wanted to 
know him as a man freed for the 
first time for frank speech, Was 
he really a liberal and a demo- 
crat? I could answer that he 
struck me as both, and a simple, 
unassuming and gentile character 
as well. He was about as remote 
from the Hirohito of Allied war- 
time cartoons as a man could be. 

The Emperor doubtless has a 
vast influence as the symbol of 
the nation, but his political role 
has been reduced to zero, He is 
not even, like the British king, 
the head of a nobility, for all but 
imperial titles were abolished by 
the new constitution. I heard out- 
spoken opposition in meetings to 
continuing the luxury of sc uSse- 
less an institution, but it comes 
from a small minority of the 
Communist persuasion. Repub- 
licanism seems unlikely to make 
headway against so traditional a 
national symbol of unity. 

It was a wise move to retain 
the Emperor. It has made Gen. 
MacArthur’s task far easier. The 
two men apparently understand 
and genuinely respect each other. 
Soon a peace treaty will retire 
the Shogun from the scene, with 
the great drama of democratizing 
Japan played through its first act.

21 Trade Pacts | 
Among Russia 
And Satellites 


They Govern Move- 
ment of Bulk of 


Goods in Central 
Europe.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP) 
USSIA and its satellites now 
have a network of some 21 
trade agreements governing 

the movement of the lion’s share 
of goods among the central Euro- 
pean nations. 


Both British and American of- 


ficials wonder whether such an 
economic network may be followed 
by a single political pattern—Com- 
munist—for the entire area. 


U, 8S. Government experts. say 
there, is no way of knowing the 
answer at this point. Since che 
war Russia and the Middle Euro- 
peans have also signed some 37 
trade pacts with western Europe. 
Some are still in effect, so that 
some goods are still moving from 
east to west. 


‘here is no way of knowing 
whether the Russian orbit trade 
deals with the western nations 
will be renewed or whether the 
volume of goods moving between 
the two areas will be slowly cut 
down as Russia and its satellites 
become more sel? sufficient. 


Some Long-Term Pacts. 


One straw in the wind is being 
watched closely by United States 
experts. There are beginning to 
emerge in central Europe some 
long-term agreements which can 
keep a good deal of merchandise 
inside the Russian orbit. Czecho- 
slovakia has written two such 
pacts to last five years: with Po- 
land and Yugoslavia. And the U. 
S. S. R. agreements with all the 
satellites, although they are writ- 
ten for only year-long periods, 
are being automatically renewed 
as they expire. 

Russian action has already 
forced the Marshall plan for the 
reconstruction of Europe to limit 
itself to western Europe. Gloom- 
ler Washington talk sees the two 
areas hardening into “two worlds.” 


Russian Wheat for Czechs. 

It has been difficult for U. 8. 
government experts to trace the 
movement of goods within the 
Russian orbit, but they have the 
following information: 

1, Czechoslovakia has a five- 
year trade pact with Russia 
through which it will get 200,000 
tons of Russian wheat annually 
as well as various amounts of 
feed, nitrates, fertilizers, cotton, 
wool, iron, manganese and chrome. 
The Czechs will ship Moscow loco- 
motives, rails, factory equipment 
for the Russian shoe, oil and 
sugar industries, some small pow- 
er plants, shoes and textiles, 

2. Bulgaria has signed an agree- 
ment which will give it Russian 
machines and technical aid in re- 
turn for its tobacco. Bulgaria is 
less industrialized than Russia, 
The two nations plan to trade 
$87,000,000 worth of goods the 
next 12 months. 

3. Poland has little more than 
coal to ship. Most of it went: to 
Russia until recently, when Mos- 
cow released part of its “take.” 
Now Poland has several trade 
pacts with western Europe. 

4. Information on the Hungar- 
ian-Russian pact is: vague, but it 
is known that Hungary gets Rus- 
sian raw materials and ships back 
industrial and agricultural equip- 
ment, 

5. Finland is shipping Russia 
many wood products, including 
prefabricated housing, and electric 
saws, box cars and cobalt. 

6. There is practically no infor- 
mation on Yugoslavia. It is 
thought it has had too little to 
engage in trade until recently. 

7. Both the Romanian and Al- 

banian prime ministers were in 
Moscow recently. It is supposed 
they went there for trade talks. 
. 8 There are in addition several 
cross-the-orbit trade pacts. Czech- 
oslovakia has them with Romania, 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. Hun- 
gary has them with Poland and 
Yugoslavia and so on. 
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changed figure, reduced to a size 
commensurate with democracy, 
but with undiminished prestige as 
the living symbol of the nation.

Airborne Radar 


Proves Itself 
On Death Peaks 


Device Approved 
After Reflying 
Routes That Led 


to Five Crashes.

ORE frequently asked than 
any other public question on 
‘air safety is the one: “Why do 
The 
answer is that pilots of the planes 
which have hit mountains had no 
knowledge that the mountains 
were in their line of flight. Self- 
evidently then, one of the most 
required devices in air commerce 
is one which tells the pilot his 
position in relation to the terrain 
ahead and on either side of his 
aircraft. 

Such an instrument is airborne 
radar. The writer expressed the 
opinion months ago that airborne 
radar eventually would be re- 
quired in all scheduled air trans- 
port planes. This is not a popular 
opinion in some quarters, any 
more than a like opinion on GCA 
(Ground Contral Approach) was 
popular; but it is an opinion sup- 
ported by a wealth of available 
testimony on the ability of air- 
borne radar to eliminate one ma- 
jor cause of accidents in air com- 
merce history. 

A project which brings. unim- 
peachable testimony to the ef- 
ficacy of airborne radar has just 
been completed by the Flight En- 
gineering Staff of American Air- 
lines, under a contract with the 
United States Navy. 

In this project, technical experts 
of American Airlines, spurred 
on by Capt. Frank Akers, U. 5S. N., 
brilliant chief of the Electronics 
Division of Navy Bur-Air, went 
out to refly the course followed 
by five aircraft lost against moun- 
tain sides, 

Where Crashes Occurred. 


The five disasters were those 
which occurred on Laguna moun- 
tain west of San Diego, Cal., on 
Dec. 24, and March 3, 1946; on Elk 
mountain west of Laramie, Wyo., 
on Jan, 31, 1946; at Newhall Pass 
northeast of Burbank, Cal., on 
Nov. 13, 1946, and against a hill 
southeast: of the same city on 
Jan..10, 1945. 

Flying the course which the 
pilots flew, the researchers took 
pictures of the warnings which 
the airborne radar provided. It is 
their unanimous opinion that none 
of the five accidents could pos- 
sibly have happened had _ the 
planes which crashed been like- 
wise equipped. 

In addition to pe-enactment of 
the five accidents, the American 
Airlines-Navy project included a 
radar takeoff at night at El Paso, 
Tex., to illustrate how a pilot who 
did not know of the famous E] 
Capitan peak to the east would 
have been warned in time. 
Instrument letdowns at night 
into Burbank, a_ single-engine 
climb through famous San Gorgo- 
nia Pass, instrument takeoff at 
night from Salt Lake City and 
various other difficult problems 
were accomplished by the re- 
search plane navigating solely by 
use of the radar. 

Can Avoid Thunderstorms. 
An additional phase of the proj- 
ect was to determine effective- 
ness of air-borne radar in guiding 
a pilot through the least turbulent 
air in thunderstorms. The experts 
experimented with 14 storms of 
various degrees of viciousness. 
Radar gives as clear a pattern 
of storm as it does of mountains. 
The experts believe, from all pres- 
ent evidence, that if they avoid 
radar echo in thunderstorms, they 
can tread either through or 
around the storms in smooth air. 
Prior to this latest drama in 
research, American had carried 
out a similar one for the Navy in 
relation to avoiding areas of icing 
by using airborne radar. From 
Dec. 1, 1946, to June 1, 1947, some 
1200 hours were flown by two 
DC-4s up the Pacific Coast be- 
tween Seattle and Anchorage, 
Alaska. Results in avoiding ice 
were unbelievably accurate. The 
same ships are now continuing 
the research in transcontinental 
cargo runs. 

Professional airmen will be in- 
terested in the fact that pilot 
reaction to airborne radar has 
been enthusiastic. 

Pictures and Recordings. 

During the latest research proj- 
ect, a wealth of picture and sound- 
recording data was collected by 
the National Advisory Committee 
representative aboard the plane. I 
extensively examined this material 
at the first minute the pictures 
were printed, and played over the 
sound recording of the experi- 
ments. y 

It is suggested to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board that all this ma- 
terial be requested in presentation 
to the Board. It carries a story 
which deserves study at top level.

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It sounds like a “man bites dog” 
story to suggest that homeowners 
should poison poison ivy, but with 
the new herbicides this isn’t much 
more difficult than spraying the 
lawn. Some of these preparations 
also can be used to eradicate rag- 
weed a plant that is blamed” for 
90 per cent of the sneezes of hay 
fever victims. 


“Herbicide” is the fancy name 
for a number of chemical com- 
pounds that will kill plants. Three 
that are fatal to poison ivy when 
properly applied are sodium chlor- 
ate, ammonium sulphamate, and 
2,4-D. All are sold under trade 
names or in branded compounds. 


Sprays of 2,4-D are cheapest and 
will not damage surrounding gra 
but are less effective against pot 
son ivy. It may be necessary to 
spray this tough plant two or 
three times with double strength 
24-D, and the familiar three- 
parted leaves will remain green 
and poisonous for several weeks. 

Choose Quiet Day. 

Ammonium sulphamate is more 
expensive, but is sure and quick, 
killing poison ivy within 48 hours 
after one application. Unlike 2,4-D, 
however, it is lethal to all grasses, 
and great care should be taken to 
spray only the plant to be de- 
stroyed. L. W. Kephart, in charge 
of weed investigation for the De- 
partment of Agriculture, believes 
that in treating small areas, where 
expense is not too great a factor, 
the ammonium sulphamate is to 
be preferred. 

Both types of spray. are more 
effective if used on a warm, sunny 
day, preferably in the morning. 
Choose a time when there is little 
wind, so that the herbicide won’t 


be blown onto desirable plants. If |@ 


poison ivy vines are entwined 
among leaves of shrubs or trees, 
it is safer to cut the vine off at 
the ground, and to postpone spray-

To keep an area free from 
poison ivy, check again in a few 
weeks, spraying any vines that 
escaped the first treatment. Since 
new seedling plants may continue 
to appear for some time, it may 
be necessary to spray at least once 
a season for a few years. 

Cut Vines Down. 

Other pestiferous vines may be 
eliminated by using these herbi- 
cides. Smothering growth of bind- 
weed, Japanese honeysuckle, 
trumpet vine, or wisteria may do 
serious damage to ornamental 
trees and shrubs. To avoid injury 
to the plants that support them, 
cut these vines off at the ground 
and after they form suckers, spray 
with ammonium sulphamate or 
2,4-D. Another suggestion is to put 
the tip of any of these vines in a 
mason jar containing double 
strength 2,4-D. The chemical must 


carried to the root of the plant. 

In the past, destroying weedy 
elms, maples and mulberries has 
been a@ real jab, for flocks of vig- 


orous suckers usually spring up 
from the roots of these trees. It 
is not too difficult to kill-these 
suckers with the new herbicides. 
It is also possible to kill these 
trees before chopping them down. 
Bore two or three slanting holes 
in the trunk and fill with undi- 
luted 2,4-D powder or solution. Or 
use the salve of 2,4-D which is

Double strength 2,4-D usually is 
very effective against large weeds 
like horseweed and ragweed, al- 
though these plants are more eas- 
ily destroyed if they are attacked 
before they reach flowering stage. 
If blossoms of ragweed are 
sprayed just as they are beginning 
to develop, they will not mature 
or shed pollen. Eliminating this 
pest from alleys and vacant lots 
will help hay fever sufferers, but 
real relief calls for intensive, com- 
munity wide campaigns. Fogs of 
2,4-D are being laid down in at 
least two large cities this season— 
New York and Cincinnati.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2 (UP)

Earlier in the week, Wil- 
liams—the National Boxing Asso- 
ciation’s champion—had been a 
7-5 favorite over Monty, who is 
recognized as lightweight ruler by 
New York and Pennsylvania. In- 
creased Montgomery support ham- 
mered down the’ price a point. 

Williams was favored because 
of his youth and punch, although 
Monty had knocked him out in 
the twelfth round of their pre- 
vious meeting on Jan. 25, 1944.

The decision, coming with a 
deafening thunderclap of ripping, 
crashing ice, may send. Little 
America IV riding out to sea on 
an iceberg. Little America IV is 
the tent-town built and used by 
the 1946-47 Navy Antarctic expedi- 
tion, 

Each jaw of ice is 500 to 1000 
feet thick. Each has been moving 
4.4 feet -a day. Each is backed 
with the crushing power of bil- 
lions of tons of ice. Right about 
now, says Dr. Paul Siple, veteran 
antarctic scientist, these two jaws 
have met and closed the Bay of 
Whales—the “harbor” of Little 
America—at its mouth. : 
One or the other jaw, or per- 
haps parts of both, must yield and 
break in an inevitable “icequake.” 
The Bay Mouth will open again. 
The break may reach back enough 
to take away the tent town camp 
with it.

howl. Just what does happen may 
not be known for years—until ex- 
plorers again visit the area, 
Little America is the name of 
a flyspeck area atop a plateau of 
ice, the Ross shelf ice, that 
stretches 400 miles to west across 
the Ross sea. The great flat shelf 
runs as much as 400 miles south- 
ward, toward the pole, to the 
mountains and the glaciers that 
push the shelf seaward, The only 
land at Little America is the sea- 
bottom 1200 feet or so straight 
down, 

The seaward edge of this pla- 
teau is an unbelievable ‘sheer cliff, 
the Ross barrier, which thrusts 50 
to 200 feet straight up from the 
water, with five to six times that 
height below water. At places 
along the cliff are indentations or 
bays, one of them the Bay of 
Whales.

These two movements form the 
jaws of the bay—one moving 
north, the other curving north- 
westward to close up against it. 
Thus, the bay is being squeezed 
in a great pincers. 


ice masses are moving at the rate 
of one-quarter of:a mile a year. 
He found the bay mouth was clos- 
ing 4.4 feet a day. In the 40 days 
the expedition was at Little Amer- 
ica, the width of the mouth shrank 
172 feet—out of 800. 

By now the jaws have closed 
tight, Dr. Siple said. Last Janu- 
ary, he discovered that the jaws 
had closed in 1946, too. At that 
time the pressures dug a nick out 
of the east cape, and broke off a 
chunk of the west cape one-quar- 
ter to one-half mile long. The 
“scars” gtill showed. With the bay 
growing always smaller, the pres- 
sure and force now are much 
greater. 

This time, a big portion of the 
west side probably will break off, 
Dr. Siple said, and the east cape 
may .suffer, too. All the Little 
America camps have been built 
on the east side. If the east cape 
breaks, the rip may run back to 
a stress line three miles southward 
and thus make an iceberg of the 
1947 base. The three earlier bases 
are all far’:.er south, with better 
chances of staying put, but it is at 
best only a matter of a few years 
before they, too, will be destroyed 
by this invincible force of crush- 
ing ice. 

The bay broke back four miles 
sometime between 1907 and 1910, 
Dr. Siple said. In time—perhaps 
this year—the break may create 
a huge new bay of 800 square 
miles of open water. The bay ap- 
parently was that large at one 
time, 

Such a cataclysm would make a 
magnificent spectacle, but it is 
one no human eyes are ever likely

Pure-bred sheep, taken from low 
altitudes into the high Andes of 
Peru for improving native sheep 
stock, became sterile, apparently 
due to the effect of the altitude 
change. 

This observation started some 
University of Chicago scientists 
on a study of the effect on ani- 
mals and humans of changing 
from one altitude to another.

Modern Fashions

ERNARD RUDOFSKY, architect, engineer and fashion 

Becsizne: has taken out a literary license and gone to work. 

He has burrowed through the crust of our sartorial com- 

placency and punctured a host of notions about the suitability 
of modern dress. 

The result of his scrap- 
ings, diggings and slashings 
is a new book that flails the 
“irrationality of (man’s) 
body covering.” 

In a period when the 
fashion industry has joy- 
ously blossomed forth in a 
drastic restyling of the fem- 
inine figure, Rudofsky’s 
book, “Are Clothes Modern?” 
is likely to bring to arms 
fashion’s creators and a 
public which feels we live in 
this best of all possible 
fashion worlds. 

“In daily life,” he 
writes, “we encounter only 
the packaged body, while 
the human substance is 
sternly and purposely kept 
secret,” 

He says that throughout th® age of modern dress, civiliza- 
tion has expressed “disdain for the normally built human body. 
The feminine figure is redesigned from time to time, like 
furniture or automobile bodies.” 

Confronted with the earthly body cloaked in its various 
stages of fashion, the visitors from another planet would be at 
@ loss to define the true contours of the flesh.

Rudofsky notes that the fashion of 1875 with its 
sumptuous bustle bobbling behind would imply that 
women were shaped like centaurs. He recalls that in 
1904 the weight shifted from the bustle back to a 
“shelf-like overhanging mono-bosom.” Ten years later 
feminine trappings introduced the “vase-like figure 
which seemed to have one single leg under the hobble 
skirt. In the twenties the pictures record an angular 
creature, lean, flat-chested and pencil shaped.”

@ RUDOFSKY, A NICE, GENTLE-LOOKING man, obviously 
takes no genteel view of modern dress. He condemns the 
notion that has for years been trying to twist the human body 
into peculiar shapes which belie the true form of the anatomy. 
For this feat, designers devised bustles, false bosoms, girdles, 
hip pads. 

He says we are addicts of “sartoriasis,” the enjoyment of 
discomfort, the wearing of various instruments which even 
painfully deform our shapes... stiff collars, pinching corsets, 
high-heeled shoes. He says: 

“Clothing we fancy, though delightfully absurd, produces 
an infinity of satisfactions which outweigh the pains of sartorial 
torture and organic disorder.”

@ FOR INSTANCE, MEN CAST ADMIRING glances at the 
unnatural feminine bearing, caused by her tottering gait on 
high-heeled shoes. 

Rudofsky, a designer of shoe fashions himself, is the 
creator of the Bernardo sandals. They are flat pieces of 
leather with a latticework of lacings that serve merely, in a 
variety of artistic knottings, to keep the wearer from walking 
away from her shoes. 

Looking critically at the male of the species, Rudofsky 
gees the masculine fashion plate garbed in the cuffs, collars, 
lapels, tails, bands and buttons, the fossilized ornaments which 
ence served a useful purpose.

Are clothes modern? Rudofsky sees them as 
“anachronistic, irrational and harmful. Moreover, they 
are expensive and undemocratic.”

“At the present we are repressed by thousand- 
year-old superstitions of guilt and fear.”

These he calls non-anatomical clothes, garments cut from 
simple geometric patterns, not unlike the loose draped styles 
reminiscent of the Roman toga, which are now enjoying some 
popularity. 

These would more intelligently serve man’s purpose because 
they do away with the wasteful system of sizes, require very 
little sewing and, therefore, reduce the cost. They @re easier 
to store, unlike the varied shaped garments which must be hung 
neatly in rows.

Riding

DENVER, Aug. 2. 


HE Brahma, with his flank- 
strap jerked tight and a cow- 
boy straddling his hump, came 
out of the chute whirling. In mad 
plunges, and with. his tongue 
streaming slime as he bawled his 
fury, he tried to un-seat his “boy.” 

Rodeo fans thick in the stands 
flanking the area, pressing the 
sturdy fence, or sitting atop 
parked cars, shouted and yelled 
their excitement. Cowboy con- 
testants, grouped warily inside the 
arena beside the chutes, stood 
poised for the scramble up the 
fence in case the Brahma should 
whirl to charge one of them. But 
he didn’t. At the eight second 
whistle, until which a boy must 
ride to stay in the money, the 
boy slid free then raced for the 
fence while the bull, still bucking 
and bawling, was herded towards 
the far gate by two pick-up riders 
on sturdy bays. With my heart 
pounding madly against the fence 
where I “stood, I sighed and 
breathed, “Whew!” 

A rodeo, with Brahma bull rid- 
ing as its climaxing event, has 
become the great western out-door 
sport. And raising Brahmas for 
the arena is fast becoming Big 
Business. It has for Earl Ander- 
son, who now furnishes stock for 
more Colorado and Wyoming ro- 
deos each season than you could 
find hairs on a calf’s flank; stock 
considered by avid riders and 
spectators as some of the sport- 
iest in the game. 

Anderson's ranch, called Willow 
Creek Ranch, spans nearly twelve 
thousand acres snugging Colora- 
do's north-east boundary. His two- 
story frame ranch house josties 
the small town of Grover, a pin- 
point of habitation when ap- 
proached across the treeless 
prairie, but to whose rodeo 
grounds, as to countless others in 
this middle west, fans flock from 
hundreds of miles in every direc- 
tion for Rodeo Days, 

The ranch is fenced, but its 
spread is so vast it seems just 
rolling swells of virgin grazing; 
a retreat for the vicious Brahma, 
which needs special care to sur- 
vive Colorado’s frigid winter 
blasts. There coyotes howl against 
summer night stars, as ground 
creatures creep into cool, dark 
holes and the Brahmas nose at the 
crisp grass or move with stealth 
towards a cake of hard salt, A 
man riding the fence come dawn 
spurs his horse along warily, for 
a Brahma, brutal beast of quick 
impulse, may resent the intrusion 
and charge, bent on the kill. For 
though raising Brahmas can be 
big business, it’s a risky business, 
too,

HE Brahma, a_ tough -hided 

beast, almost immune to flies 

and ticks, was first introduced 
into this country from India, via 
Mexico, around the 1880s, to cross 
breed with native cattle of South 
Texas and Louisiana, the purpose 
being a critter which could bet- 
ter weather the hot and humid 
climate of our Gulf Coast. 

Sharp of hump, sturdy of rump, 
and the color of buffed silver, 
no pure-bred Brahma was ever 
docile, But cross-bred and raised 
for beef, his vicious tendencies 
seemed accentuated. He took to 
fighting on range, and the round- 
up for slaughter became a major 
maneuver. He was found extra 
sporty, as a calf, for the ranch 
kids to ride or rope. He was even 
sportier, when miatured, for a cow- 
boy to stick on, 

By the summers of the early 
1900s, the Brahma was being 
shipped north and west for rodeo 
riding, to the excitement and de- 
light of the mounting numbers of 
rodeo fang and riders. Today the 
Brahma is as familiar in Calgary, 
Canada or Pendleton, Ore., as he 
is at Corpus Christi, Tex., and 
Brahma ranches—where the Brah- 
ma is raised for sport instead of 
a tasty roast—are dotting our 
middle-western states. Earl An- 
derson has been raising them for 
12 years. 

In a northern climate, this has 
special problems. The greatest, 
perhaps, is that of sheltering the 
Brahmas from descending. bliz- 
zards. A Brahma hide, while 
tough, is so thin of coat that a 
light breeze can give a calf the 
wheezes. The first spring calves 
Anderson trucked north, at the 
age of six months, literally

shivered to death. But going 
‘whole-bull’ into the venture, he 
took them off range in the fall 
and built wind-breaks and sheds 
in a pasture near his ranch house. 
Leaving the southern exposure 
open, ft permitted the Brahmas 
to graze on a clear sunny day, 
then seek shelter when chill winds 
swept off the Rockies on the 
west. With such shelter, and hay 
and cotton cake to supplement 


sweet grass, the majority sur- 


* . * 


vived., 

VEN as calves they were 
EF vicious in pasture, frequently 

charging Anderson. As they 
grew older, 
themselves for supremacy in the 
sheds, casualty after casualty was 
suffered among the herd. 

“The longer they are confined, 
the meaner they get,” Anderson 
says. “We have bulls on pasture 
right now who will charge a man 
mounted on a horse. And I’ve seen 
one bull kill another over a toss- 
ing of cotton cake.” 

Keeping the Brahmas on range 
in the summer is a problem too. 
For the young bulls especially 
like to jump the fence. A young 
cow on an adjoining cattle ranch, 
her soft eye turned his way, is 
a main incentive, So since Ander- 
son’s rancher neighbors may not 
be keen for the inter-breeding of 
their own native stock, Anderson 
“staggs” young Brahma bulls with 
fence-jumping tendencies when 
they are about two years old. 


“Doesn’t stagging (castrating) 
ruin them for arena use?” he was 
asked. 

“No,” he replied. “If anything, 
it makes them meaner. Once a 
Brahma, always a Brahma.” 


But as an example of the ex- 
ception that proves the rule, 
there’s an occasional Brahma who 
becomes gradually domesticated. 
Only passibly prone to buck and 
charge, he doesn’t seem to mind 
if a handler inches near himy For 
rodeo, he’s a flop. 

“I segregate him,” Anderson 
says, “and sell him for beef. He 
usually brings an even better price 
than a native breed, due to his 
dregsing out heavier.” 

increasing his herd, Ander- 
son has purchased, besides count- 
less six-month-old calves, many 
mature bulls and cows. The cows, 
of course, he breeds. He says, “A 
calf raised on its mother’s milk 
will turn more vicious than one 
on hay and cotton cake. We can’t 
explain it—we just know it.” 


And since all that he buys are 
half-breeds, they are of various 
colors. Some are gray, others 
bluish. .Some are spotted; brown 
and white, or black and white; 
some are pure white, others al- 
most their native silver. But they 
all have a hump, and they’re all 
thick in the k. 

Powerful on the hoof, the aver- 
age wire fence is just so much 
string to them. Some Brahmas 
have up-turned horns, others have 
horns turning down. 

“We call the latter ‘banana

horned,’” Anderson said. “Such 
horns are caused by their loose 
attachment to the skull. I have 
even seen a banana horned Brah- 
ma wiggle his horns with his 
ears,” 

But banana horns are as 
pronged and atiletto sharp as up- 
turned ones, and all are now 
‘tipped’ for arena use. 

“Tipping is a rough job,” Ander- 
son says. “We throw the bull, 
then saw off the horn points. The 
bull fights, and is mean to keep 
down.” But tipping is a measure 
of safety for arena riding, since 
goring is one pastime a Brahma 
delights in, and unless he is lured 
from a tossed boy, will whirl for 
the kill. That’s why most rodeos 
use clown “bull-fighters,” the high- 
est paid rodeo entertainers in the 
game, : 

A good bull fighter will motion 
his rider off a whirling bull the 
second he catches the bull’s vicious 
eye and the bull starts his inevit- 
able lunge towards the “fighter.” 
If the boy jumps then, he’s com- 
paratively safe, for he can run for 
the fence while the clown “plays” 
the bull,

whistle -and_ the 

clown’s signal to jump, the 
clown’s task is even greater. For 
then he must charge the bull, 
often brushing quick death or a 
neat goring in the attempt. For 
a Brahma, unlike a Mexican fight- 
ing bull who closes his eyes and 
then charges straight, will keep 
his eyes open and shift with his 
chosen quarry. To many a rodeo 
fan a clown is just “fluff’—on 
hand to promote thrills and laughs. 
To the Brahma rider, the clown’s 
a life-giving godsend. 

It’s a risky task, getting the 
Brahmas to rodeo, often hun- 
dreds of milés from their home 
pastures. When furnishing 
Brahmas, Anderson takes full re- 
sponsibility. Since the average 
rodeo uses 30, the round-up takes 
finesse. Once corralled, they have 
to be prodded up the ramps into

battery. The Brahmas fight it all 
the way—and fight their fellows 
being prodded with them. When 
finally packed into the bed of a 
truck, fingers can be crossed that 
they'll stay that way to their des- 
tination. Packed fairly solidly, 
and if the drive isn’t too lengthy, 
they will, But more than one 
Brahma, in a high-sided but open 
truck, has been known to paw up 
and out, aided by the push of his 
plunging fellows. 


At an average rodeo, the Brah- 
mas are corralled at the back of 
the chutes, The “hot-shot” gets 
them there, and the “hot-shot” 
gets them from the corral into the 
chute, But you may be sure it 
is handled from the comparative 
safety of the corral and fence 
tops, for a boy afoot by a Brahma 
wouldn’t give two coins for his 
personal safety. It’s nationally 
conceded that the Brahma is the 
most respected and feared, by the 
cowboys and handlers, of any ro- 
deo critter, not excepting the wild- 
est horse, 

Most of the bulls used at the 
rodeos are from two to seven

years old. Each Brahma can only 
be used once in any day. Even 
then they get “arena wise” by the 
end of the rodeo stand, and may 
balk at the gate. Many a Brahma, 
tossing his boy and refusing the 
gate, has crashed or jumped the 
rodeo fence into the crowd. One 
of Anderson's, a white bull with 
banana horns, did just that at the 
Willow Springs (Colo.) rodeo last 
season. The arena fence was an 
eight-foot one, but the Brahma 
made it @ith ease. Miraculously 
there wete’no casualties, but the 
fans scattered like dropped beans.

HERE’S money in 

Brahmas, for furnishing buck- 

ing stock for rodeos—the deal 
including broncs as well as Brah- 
mas—is no “small potatoes” finan- 
cially. The fee is usually a flat 
one, around $2000 a performance— 
with such big shows as Cheyenne 
Frontier Days, Pendleton Oregon 
Roundup or the Calgary (Canada) 
Stampede, paying even more. 
Stock owners assume no responsi- 
bility for casualties among the 
riders, nor do the show promoters. 

Each rider sits his brone or 
Brahma at his own physical risk. 
But the purse he usually rides-for, 
daily and grand prizes, plus his 
love of the sport, draws the cow- 
boys like a flame draws millers. 

But a Brahma ranch come eve- 
ning, when the bulls are turned 
to pasture and “shedded” calves 
nose their mothers for one last 
sweet milk drop, can be a peace- 
ful thing. With the plunging and 
bucking forgotten, the last boy 
tossed or trampled, and the “hot- 
shot” shelved—dusk creeps across 
the prairie to lay quiet fingers 
on brutal humps, 

A flicker of light prongs from 
the ranch house kitchen then, and 
if there’s a breeze to rustle an 
occasional willow branch by the 
well, the sound, accompanying the 
sweet call of a cricket, goes un- 
noticed. Life seems suspended, 
and amazingly relaxed—until an- 
other day, and another rodeo.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Aug. 2 
OT A few minutes? Then come 
(5 sons with me to the: public 
market in the heart of Port- 
au-Prince, and see a sight you'll 
never forget. 

You'll hear the market long be- 
fore you reach it. The shouts of 
the thousands of black vendors 
crying their wares — and what 
wares!—guides you to it.

scientists, working toward the end that the people of the world 
may enjoy the abundance which is physically possible with the 
resources at our command.

INCENT KERENS is an old 

man now and the long battle 

which he has waged to get 
possession of the two million dol- 
lars his multi-millionaire father 
left him back in 1916 seems lost 
forever—lost. because Vincent 
couldn’t stay sober for five years 
at a stretch. 


Now at 70 he has lost his taste 
for the battle, Not only for the 
court battle, but the battle~ h 
made wigh himself several times 
in trying to meet the conditions 
of a will which said that a share 
of his father’s estate, a share that 
finally grew to more than two 
million dollars, would be his if 
he could lead a life of good be- 
havior for five years running. Vin- 
cent tried more than once. But 
he never made it. 


He was thwarted, however, not 
only by his own instincts but by 
two sisters who, even when he

who held the money in trust but 
of a federal judge, seemed deter- 
mined that he should never re- 
ceive the money. They went to 
court several times to see that he 
didn’t get it. 


The latest, and pee the final 
chapter in the long family fight 
for the millions left by Richard C. 
Kerens, St. Louis industrialist, pol- 
iticlan and ambassador to the 
court of Franz Josef, was written 
last month by Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert C. Kirkwood. The judge au- 
thorized distribution of most of 
the $2,140,000 trust fund left Vin- 
cent, in a suit filed by. the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., trustee, 
asking for instructions. The fund 
had grown from $1,500,000, 


Not that Vincent, who now lives 
in California, is broke. He will 
continue to receive $20,000 a year, 
in accordance with an agreement 
made with his sisters when, back 


in 1935, he relinquished his rights. 


The decree set aside $400,000 to 
take care of the payments. - The 
balance goes to Mrs. Gladys Col- 
ket of Ridgewood, N.J., and Mrs, 
Madeline* Kenna of Washington, 
D.C., the sisters whose determina- 
tion that Vincent should not re- 
ceive his legacy reached such 
fervor back in the twenties, caus- 
ing so mutch public speculation 
about their motives, that one of 
them wag compelled to make a 
statement justifying their position. 
Having inherited likes amounts 
themselves, they didn’t need Vin- 
cent’s money and they insisted 
they didn’t want it. But Vincent, 
they said, had violated the spirit 
of their father’s will and the 
canons of the Catholic Church, 
and was not fit to receive it. 
Maybe they knew Vincent better 
than anyone else.

INCENT was a_ handsome, 

dashing figure back at the 

turn of the century when the 
Kerens family lived in fine fash- 
ion at 36 Vandeventer place. His 
father, who was known in later 
life as “Colonel Dick” Kerens (he 
was a mule skinner in the Civil 
War, but no man worth his salt 
was anything less than a colonel 
10 years after the war was over) 
was born in Ireland, came‘to this 
country P dos his parents when 
he was nths old. After the 
Civil War he lived in northwest 
Arkansas, where he held mail 
route contracts. He came to St. 
Louis in 1876 and began buying 
into the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road which later became the Fris- 
co. His raflroad stock made him 
a wealthy man. Interest in lead 
mines made him even wealthier 
and by the ‘turn of the century 
he was worth more than 
$6,000,000, - 


Kerens had millions, put what 
he really wanted was to be a 
United States Senator. He spent 
years and a lot of money at it, 
and had he lived in these times 
he would have been nicknamed 
“the checkbook.” But he never 
made it. He wound up with the 
ambassadorship to Austria-Hun- 
gary which President Taft gave 
him as sort of consolation prize. 


In Missouri Republican politics, 
Kerens came to have two definite 
and well understood functions. 
One was to sign a good-sized 
check when it was needed, The 
other was to be the Republican 
candidate for United States Sen- 
ator. He got the nomination for 
the office three times and failed. 
The one time he might have got- 
ten it, which was in 1904 ~vhen 
Teddy Roosevelt and a lot of other 
Republicans were elected, he had 
fooled around yntil too late. When 
he finally saw which way the 
wind was blowing, he jumped in 
and spent $60,000. But he didn’t. 
get it.

INCENT’S reputation was pret- 

ty well established as a play 

boy and a familly problem even 
before his father died in 1916. His 
older brother, Richard Jr., was do- 
ing pretty well also. It was brought 
out in later court battles that 
Vincent once made a pledge to 
his father to remain sober, in re- 
turn Yor Which his father would 
give him $5000 at the end of 
the first 
$1000 for each ensuing year, Vin- 
cent -never collected the first 
$5000. 

Both Vincent and Richard, ac- 
cording to testimony of men who 
had been employed by their father 
to look after them, went on sprees 
which reached rather monumental 
proportions, They were taken to 
hospitals so many times that final- 
ly only one hospital in town would 
take them. 


When Vincent got married, in 
1900, he began to operate on an 
international scale, becoming the 
central figure in an escapade 
which involved continental gam- 
blers and confidence men.

The story of what happened

cent. edy, whose well-cut 
clothes d charming manner 
masked a gambler’s heart, enter- 
tained himself and reporters in 
his rooms at the Southern Hotel 
with stories of how Vincent was 
taken in. 


On the bowt Vincent met Emil 
Herz, who operated on both con- 
tinents and whose charm excéeded 
even that of Sheedy. Herz bought 
wine for the millionaire’s son, sent 
flowers to his room, and otherwise 
convinced Vincent that he was a 
gentleman and scholar, 


In London, Herz introduced Vin- 
cent into what Vincent thought 
was high society. The men were 
polished, well dressed, seemingly 
wealthy and several of them even 
sported titles. It was a long time 
before Vincent realized they were 
a gang of delightful rogues bent 
upon picking him clean, which 
they did with grace and charm. 
Among them were “Sir” Bonnie 
Winters, “Sir” Charles Hildebrandt 
and the famous Arthur Pierce, 
known to police as “English Ar- 
thur.” His elegantly furnished 
apartment was an international 
clearing house for crooks all over 
the world. 


From Epgiand this group took

Losing, the 
spirit of reckless desperation. took 
hold of him, and he insisted upon 
playing on. The boys generously 
agreed to accept his “paper.” 

When the game was over Vin- 
cent had gone through the $4000 in 
cash he had on him and the “pa- 
per” which the boys thrust at 
him totalled,, Sheedy estimated, 


. $60,000. One note held by Arthur 


Pierce was for $20,00, Sheedy 
purchased it from ierce two 
years later, and when he was un- 
able to collect on it by mail, came 
to St. Louis personally to collect. 

Vincent refused to pay, claim- 
ing that hé had been tricked by 
the gamblers. His father backed 
him up. Shgedy filed suit in cir- 
cuit court to collect the money.

Finally, perhaps when Sheedy felt 
he had derived sufficient amuse- 
ment from the situation, he took 
Mr. Kerens to one side and told 
him the note wasn't worth the 
paper it was written on and ad- 
vised that nothing be paid on it 
to anybody at any time. Then he 
left town, laughing, no doubt, to 
himself, 

That ended Vincent’s career as 
a man of the world, but he con- 
tinued to be a man about St. 
Louis. In 1907 he suddenly sued 
his wife for divorce, charging that 
she was extravagant, that she had 
lawyers write to his father de- 
manding money, that she said un- 
kind things about his family, that 
she told tradespeople to extend 
credit only to her, and that she 
had him shadowed by detectives.

What seemed to upset him most 
about the last charge was that 
he was having to pay for the 
detectives who shadowed him. 

Mrs, Kerens, who. had married 
Vincent when she was 17, imme- 
diately announced that she would 
file a cross bill and told reporters 
what she would allege. In the 
first place, she said, Vincent de- 
serted her and their 5-year-old 
daughter, Janevince (her name is 
a combination of their first 
names), that he drank to excess, 
that he was too friendly with 
other women, that once he drew a 
revolver and fired it around the 
house breaking all the windows 
and, to make a long story short, 
“his conduct wore me out.” 

A and family lawyers was held 

at which it was agreed that 
Vincent would withdraw his suit, 
that they would live apart, and 
that Mrs. Kerens would have cus- 
tody of their daughter. The mar- 
riage, however, later ended in di- 
vorce. Kerens married again and 
this marriage also ended in di- 
vorce. 

Because of his sons’ behavior, 
Mr. Kerens Sr., made three wills 
before he died. In the first will, 
he had withheld Vincent's full 
share of the estate because o7 his 
“unfortunate habits.” Later, when 
he thought Vincent had reformed, 
he made a new will giving him his 
full share outright. But before he 
died he made a third will which 
contained the stipulation that 
Vincent would have to remain so- 
ber and well behaved for five 
years before he could receive his 
legacy. 

To the older brother, Richard, 
he left $200,000, which was in

trust and which has remained that’ 


way. Richard, who has lived for 
many years at Alexian Brothers 
Hospital, made no objection, At 
a hearing two years after his 
father’s death, at which Richard 
was declared unable to manage his 
own affairs, 
about all Richard wanted was to 
be left alone. 

When Kerens Senior was am- 
bassador to Austria, it was ar- 
ranged for Richard to visit him 
there. The late Hugh I. Mce- 
Skimming, long-time friend and 
confidant of the family, drew the 
job of getting him there, In New 
York, Richard disappeared from 
the hotel and was found by Mc- 
Skimming at the Union League 
Club, where he could order what 
he desired. 

McSkimming got him on ship- 
board and exacted a promise at 
the ship’s bars that they would 
not serve Richard a drink. Yet 
he turned up drunk every day. 
Finally he revealed to McSkim- 
ming that the latter had over- 
looked the bar in the steerage. 


When his father died, a reporter 
visited Richard in the house at 36 
Vandeventer place. He was living 
there alone, a solitary and pa- 
thetic figure, surrounded by furni- 
ture and statuary draped with 
white coverings, and one servant, 
the cook, who looked after him. 


Soon. after that he went’ to a 
hospital and he has remained be- 
hind hospital walls ever since, 
some 30 years. He was there when 
the first orld War broke out, 
and when his brother, in 1918, 
made the first move in his long 
and futile battle to get control of 
his full inheritance.

Dip fish in salted water (one 
half cup: salt to one 
water) then drain on absorbent 
paper. Sprinkle with salt. Pre- 
heat broiler at 550 degrees for 10 
minutes or follow broiler direc- 
tions-of stoye manufacturer. Oil 
~ heated broiler rack, place fish 
om it (skin side down if split or 
whole fish is used), and brush 
with oil or soft butter. 

The broiler rack should be about 
two inches below the source of 
heat.

Joan Fontaine As a 


Winsome Murderess 
By Myles Standish 


ERHAPS there is a particularly chilling quality about “IVY” 
P at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, because Joan Fontaine is the 
most winsome murderess we can remember seeing on the, 
screen. The poor girl really sees nothing wrong in what she does. 

Can she help it if she’s run through her husband’s money, he’s 
of no further use to her, and so stupidly stands in the way of her 
marrying a wealthy and respectable man? Is she to be blamed, if, 
after she slips him poison in his brandy, his regular physician can’t 
be reached as he is dying, and an officious substitute insists on a 
post mortem, thus needlessly stirring up a nasty seandal? 

Is it her fault that her lover, another physician, is suspected of 
the murder, and is about to be conveniently put out of the way by 
hanging? No, of course not. The charming and beautiful young 
lady is so annoyed, even frightened, when her machinations boom- 
erang that you're glad she falls down an elevator shaft just as the 


Scotland Yard men are coming for her, because it really would have 
been a shame to have hanged her.

MISS FONTAINE gives an excellent performance of the amoral 
Ivy—her breathless naivete, her wistful little half-smile, the glad 
‘way she turns her gaze up at a man after keeping it demurely 
downcast. We can even forgive her the Fontaine brand of clipped 
accent, in which she persists in saying “gang” for “going,” and 
“synthetic” for “sympathetic.” She’s really quite frightening. A 
man could be on his guard against the monsters and mobsters that 
infest the usual horror film, but he'd be quite defenseless against 
the appealing Joan. 

Sam Wood, the veteran director, has given the piece excellent 
mood and period (1908) atmosphere. Particularly good is the pol- 
goning episode, where the victim isn’t seen, except for his hand 
Stretching out for the poisoned brandy, and the back of his chair 
and the bag containing the poison are the dark objects in a 
white room.

He could not use them for 
diamond discards from dummy 
until the trumps were drawn, and 
the trump drawing process meant 
that dummy also would be out of 
trumps and unable to do anything 
about South’s three losers in the 
diamond department. Thus South 
had no chance for his contract. 
The only hope after losing the 
spade finesse and ruffing the club 
return was to risk the heart 
finesse, even though the bidding 
suggested that the queen was off 
side, True, South would be risk- 
ing a greater penalty, but since he 
was not vulnerable, it would not 
be serious and it was better to 
try for the contract than to admit 
defeat. If South had led to the 
heart king had finessed on a 
heart return, then cashed the 
heart ace, he would have seen for 
himself that five heart tricks were 
available and then, of course, 
could have drawn trumps. This 
would leave one trump in dummy 
for a diamond ruff that would 
become the fulfilling trick. 


Fried Chicken

RUSSIAN EXILES 


IN CHINA HAPPIER 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 2 (AP)—Life 
for many Russian families 
Shanghai looks rosy for the first 
time in 25 years. 

This new-found happiness and 
optimism came July 4—when the 
Soviet consulate in Shanghai an- 


in 


nounced that 3000 Russian fami- 
lies in China would be permitted 
to return to the Soviet Union. For 
a great many of these 3000 fami- 
lies, it meant a return to their 
homeland after a quarter of a 
century of exile. For the younger 
generation of Shanghai’s Russians 


it meant going to a homeland they. 


never had seen. 


Few of the thousands who 
thronged the Soviet consulate in 
Shanghai to register after July 5 
gave thought to the fact that 


while it was one thing to enter the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics, it wag quite another thing to 
get out again. Shanghai has seen 
isolated cases of Russians being 
repatriated to the U.S.S.R. It has 
seen few cases of anyone return- 
ing from the Soviet Union.

Since 
hen, letters received from chil- 
dren of school-going age have 
varied greatly, Some spoke of the 


loneliness and the necessity 
re-orientation in an unfamiliar 
country, Others extolled the kind- 
ness shown them.

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CITIZENS 
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RENT PROTEST 


They Sign Petitions Aimed at Obtaining a Municipal Control Law

HE measure of public sentiment for city rent and eviction 
nears was being taken last week in St. Louis. A cam- 
was under way for signatures to petitions ca!ling 
for x al aldermanic session to enact contro! legislation.

Aldermen Alfred I. Harris and State Representative Joseph 
Wynne Murphy of St. Louis proposed a city-wide committee 
of church, labor, business, and professional groups to demand 
a special session. 

Demand for city rent control began when new Federal 
rent law, lifting many resttictions, became effective last July 
l. Rents of rooming houses, hotels, new and emergency 
housing, all freed from control, began to bound upward. Evic- 
tion cases, affecting, among others, hundreds of veterans, also 
mounted. Complaints were numerous that landlords were 
taking advantage of loopholes in Federal law.

this amount,” he added, “from three-and-a-half to four billion 
dollars is either directly or closely related to flood control.” 

His plea was for appropriation of funds to make the au- 
thorizations mean something more than mere paper promises, 
but his request for a $250,000,000 starter for the current fiscal 
year brought only a partial, inconclusive response from Con- 
gress. Appropriations granted were largely normal working 
funds. Only a small portion of the six-billion-dollar authorized 
program has been backed by appropriation of money. 

. Even in the postwar world, six billion dollars is a lot of 
money, but many Americans—not excluding some who travel 
widely—fail to réalize that the Mississippi watershed is a lot 
of country. Its area covers 1,250,000 square miles—41.3 
per cent of continental United States. From the northern edge, 
in the cool Minnesota woods, to the broad alluvial delta pro- 
truding into the Gulf of Mexico in subtropical surroundings, the 
watershed extends more than 1300 miles, although the tortuous- 
ly winding Mississippi itself measures 2540 miles from its source 
in the vicinity of Lake Itasca. From the snow-crowned Con- 
tinental Divide, at the Idaho border, to the pleasant green hills 
of Western New York, near Buffalo, this watershed takes an 
1800-mile bite out of America, leaving only the Atlantic, Pacific 
and Gulf drainage states on its flanks. 

All of this vast drainage area funnels down through the 
mighty Mississippi to a bottleneck barely 50 miles wide below 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana. To that strip the Father of Waters car- 
ries the melted snow of the Rockies, the Appalachians, the Great 
Plains and the north country; the frequent deluging rains of the 
humid Middle West; the overflow of moss-garlanded Southern 
bayous. 

More than a third of the nation’s population lives in the 
Mississippi watershed. This area is divided into six major sub- 
basins, with the Ohio on the east, and the biggest, the Missouri, 
at the northwest. The Missouri twists for 2475 miles from Three 
Forks, in Montana, where it is formed by the juncture of the 
Jefferson, Madison and Gallatin. The Missouri basin, which is 
42 per cent of the whole Mississippi watershed, has only about 
a_seventh of the watershed’s population. In many ways it is 
part of a latter-day frontier, awaiting development. 

All of eight states, most of 11 others, large slices of three 
and fragments of eight form the lineup of the 30 states touched 
by the Mississippi drainage system. This watershed nips off some 
4 of Maryland, Virginia and North Carolina, dips into Georgia 
and Alabama, covers the Texas Panhandle and Northeastern 
New Mexico. It extends into Canada’s wheat prairies in South- 
ern Saskatchewan and Alberta. Missouri's population is largest 
of any of the states included. 

This geographical dominion is full of contrasts—the sounds 
of the voices, figures of speech, looks and attire of the people, 
‘habits of thought, variegated products of field and shop. In the 
eastern end population is dense; in Wyoming there is less than 
one family to a square mile. The people who live by the largely 
agricultural economy of the watershed—on which the national 
welfare depends—have sprung from far places of the world— 
in the southeast their folklore goes back to the Elizabethans, in 
the northwest, to the Vikings.

ILOTING a bus through St. Louis’ erratic, 

. jogging streets during rush-hour traffic 

is an exercise of hands, feet and ac- 
quired powers of observation. It also is a 
means of meeting a lot of people. The 
Public Service Company's 1500 bus drivers 
—daided and abetted by its 1150 streetcar 
operators—meet and haul approximately a 
million and a half persons a day. For the 
eee it is a congenial relationship. 

e city’s transportation system is run 
like a railroad in miniature. sides han- 
dling his vehicle, calling stops and transact- 
ing business with passengers, the operator 
must follow a schedule. His route timing 
is worked out in such detail that at some 
check points the vehicle is due on the half- 
minute. 

On the Cherokee bus line, a heavily 
traveled 18-mile circuit, Elbert Buckminster 
is one of the veteran drivers. 

Buckminster is 43 years old, has had 12 
years experience at the wheel. With his 
family he lives at 3708 French avenue. Five 
days a week he gets up at 4:30 a.m., signs 
in at the garage at Park avenue and Thirty- 
ninth street at 6:14. At 6:24 he begins the 
deadhead run to his starting point on Grav- 


ois avenue, near Morganford road. There 
his bus becomes available to public at 6:43. 

By 12:45 p.m., Buckminster has com- 
pleted three round trips between the down- 
town terminus at Washington and Third 
and the western end of the line at Gravois 
and Hampton. He then turns the bus over 
to another driver, goes home for lunch and 
a nap. At 4:45 he begins one more trip, 
this time from the levee parking lot. At 6 
p.m., his closely scheduled day ends back 
in the garage. His schedule varies on 
Saturdays; Sunday is his day off. 

Wit ssengers Buckminster is af- 
fable, but businesslike. In cases of just- 
expired transfers he gives the customer 
benefit of reasonable doubt. He firmly in- 
sists on collecting the half-fare due from 
children past five. He cautions smokers, 
leaves drunks alone if they're quiet, ejects 
them if they’re not. 

Buckminster belongs to the AFL Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Electric Rail- 
way and Motor Coach Employes of Amer- 
ica. Bus drivers’ pay scale is $1.22% an 
hour; streetcar operators get the same. 
Men's wages now are under consideration 
in arbitration proceedings.
